IMPRISONED IN A MINE. 


Six 
Men 
Rescued 
After 
Tunnelling 
Through Twenty-Nine Yards of Solid 
Rock. 
Nine m en were imprisoned in th e Black 
Diam ond colliery at Mt. Carm el. Penn., by a 
fall of rock on Thursday. T heir nam es 
were John Hill. Nicholas Revels, Michael 
Buggy. Patrick Leonard aud V incent Rokus. 
T heir alm ost m iraculous deliverance from 
w hat 
seem ed certain death 
occasioned 
the greatest rejoicing. Hall and Revels 
say they were engaged in 
driving new 
chutes in breast No 8, in the south slop© 
of 
the 
m ine, 
about 
noon 
Thursday, 
when they heard a terrific roar. Revels 
descended from the gangway, and 12 feet 
from h rn found their egress to the slope cu t j 
off by huge rocks. He called to the m iners 
who were w orking in No. 7. and soon saw 
Rokus craw ling irons the d bris. They l»oth 
joined in the shouis. aud heard a m iner by j 
the nam e of N earshalsky calling from No. | 
7 Chamber for help. He was pinioned by a j 
large rock, aud urged his companions to I 
come to the rescue. They clim bed up a dis- | 
lance, but tho danger grew to great th a t j 
they bad just tim e to run back when a sec- j 
cud fall occurred, and no m ore sound was 
beard. 
, i 
The five m iners who were saved secured 
them selves by setting props in the gangway, 
and they then aw aited the result. They 
heard their rescuers stop work outside 
about ti o'clock Thursday night, and grow­ 
ing desperate, they endeavored to clim b 
up ail abandoned cham ber aud gain an exit, 
but m ountain-like bowlders stood in tho 
wav. They returned to the gangway and 
endeavored to console one another. L ater 
they heard sounds of outside work again. 
and their hope grew. They betook them ­ 
selves to prayer, and t lie sounds grew 
nearer. 
They then signalled live tim es 
on the solid pillar. The rescuers returned 
the signal, and the wives, children and 
hundreds of friends at the m outh of tile 
colliery knew th at live were safe. At 12 
o’clock Friday they heard a \oice shouting. 
“Are all safe?” The imprisoned m iners 
answered back. "Five are h e re ; cue is ci v 
ered. ’ The next m om ent they em braced 
the r rescuers and shed tears of happiness. 
T heir deliverance had been effected by 
driving a tunnel 2i> yards. H undreds of 
tons of debris m ust be rem oved before the 
m ine can be put in w orking order. 
Peter N earshalsky. after so hours of im 
prisonm ent in the Black Diamond colliery, 
was hoisted to the surface at 4 o’clock S at­ 
urday afternoon. His appearance was the 
signal for cheers from thousands of throats, 
w hich were heard for miles. 
He had been 
half burled, and had given u p a i l hope 
when his rescuers readied the ’breast” in 
wh ch he was im prisoned. Strange to say. 
his injuries, aside I rom his nervous prostra­ 
tion. are not serious 
A fter the five men 
w ere taken out alive Friday night, it was 
supposed th a t N earshalsky was dead, but 
the search was continued.

denly it is discovered that the supply is in­ 
adequate and consequently prices increase. 
The am ount of hem p in sight for the 
present season was 120,000 bales more than 
last year, wh Ie the dem and was for i 60.000 
more, m aking a shortage of 40.000 bales. 
W hen this discovery was m ade all the world 
went to the M anilla islands and Mexico, 
the chief hem p producing countries, and 
the holders of hem p in those places reaped 
the golden harvest which the farm ers ac­ 
cuse the m anufacturers of having secured. 
The sisal, or M exican fibre, now costs 12Va 
cents a pound, while the m anila costs 14*/* 
centsto the im porters. 
Under the-* circum stances, the dealers 
contend th at the farm ers cannot expect to 
buy tw ine for 12Va to 15 cents. All the 
hemD in sight, they say, lias been sold for 
delivery by Aug. I, and there is no prospect 
for relief until a new crop is harvested. 


A Miser's Treasure.

BOY BARKED LIKE A DOG. 


R em arkable Recovery from H ydrophobia 
—Paroxysm s Set in E ight Y ears A fter 
Being B itten—Eyes Glassy, Tongue 
Protruded and Body P a rtia lly P a r­ 
alyzed, 


P itts b u r g , M arch 15.—A special from 
W orster, ().. says: A rem arkable recovery 
from an attack of the greatly dreaded 
hydrophobia has just about transpired in 
this county. The afflicted person is an 
eleven-year old son of .Jacob Barclay, a well- 
to-do farm er, who resides IO m iles north­ 
east of here. 
E ight years ago the boy, then about 2Vj 
years old. was bittern on the upper lip by 
the family dog. The canine appeared to bo 
all right at th at tim e, but later on m ani­ 
fested signs of madness and was killed. 
N othing serious was thought of tho boy’s 
injury.* and the wound soon healed. 
flax w oets ago young Barclay cam e home 
from school and com plained of feeling un­ 
well. A physician was called and the boy’s 
ailm ent was 
supposed to bo m uscular 
rheum atism , as his entire m uscular system 
appeared to be totally paralyzed. 
His 
condition became worse, aud other phy­ 
sicians were called. The patient becam e 
subject to paroxysms, during which ho 
would growl and bark like a clog, and at­ 
tem pt to snap at and bite persons around 
him. 
The 
paroxysms 
bogau 
by 
the 
boy 
panting 
and 
sticking 
out 
lits 
tongue 
His 
eyes 
would 
become 
glassy, and he would rem ain 
in 
this 
state for about 2V m inutes and then sink 
into a part ally paralytic condition. W hile 
in a paroxysm lie was possessed of great 
strength and was bound to his bed, and two 
men were necessary to hold his hands. 
The ailm ent was pronounced hydrophobia. 
'Hie attending nhysicians looked upon 
rabie poison as a self lim iting infection and 
set about to bridge the case over the active 
period of the poison. Largo dexes of aconite 
were given to blunt tho sensuary lien es of 
the throat and 
oesophagus: hydrate 
of 
chloral to obviate restlessness aud produce 
sleep, and saliciliate of soda to counteract 
the rabie poison, if it depended upon a fer­ 
m ent for its action. 
The paroxysm s grew loss frequent and it 
is now two weeks since the patient experi­ 
enced the last one. He sits up in bed and 
does not evince a desire to bite 
His voice 
bas regained its natural sound, he is all 
right m entally and the physicians pronounce 
hun out of danger.

S H O R T A G E OF $30,000. 


Expert* Exam ining til* Account* of 
Absconding Clark Sullivan. 
In d ia n a p o lis, Ind., M arch 18,—The ex ­ 
ports appointed by the county com m ission­ 
ers to exam ine into tho shortage of John E. 
Sullivan, th e absconding county clerk, have 
so far progressed in their work th a t the 
shortage in th e trust funds is known to bo 
about $35,000. In addition to this there is 
$15,000 secured by fraudulent representa­ 
tion from th e county treasury, m aking the 
aggregate stoaliugs from the county $50,- 
000. It is believed that the bulk of this 
money was taken to Canada. 
The indictm ent of Capon and bis connec­ 
tion w ith Sullivan, led to tho belief that 
there was a greater shortage iii the hospital 
funds than the $3000 known to have Peen 
lost. It is learned th at money was draw n 
from the State treasury ostensibly to m eet 
billa, but some of these bills still rem ain 
unsettled.

D uring the pa-t m onth rho Germ an author­ 
ities. botli consular and naval, have m ain­ 
tained a state of inactivity. The declara­ 
tion of a stat© of war in the Samoan Islands 
seems to have become a dead letter, while 
the m ilitary occupation of Apia, which the 
declaration of m artial law would seem to 
liavo im plied, has no existence, save the 
m aintenance of a strong guard at the Ger­ 
man consulate. 
A guard is still kept at th e American and 
English consulates. 
The G erm an consol has mad* repeated 
overtures to M ataafa. looking tow ards the 
act ustm ent of the quarrel, aud the conclu­ 
sion of term s of peace, but the term s pro­ 
posed alw ays embodied a strong Germ an 
interest in tho future adm inistration 
of 
affairs, to w hich M ataafa deciares he will 
under no circum stances consent to. 
N egotiations have therefore been of no 
value. 
M ataafa. in tho m idst of his warriors, 
rests secure in lii9 entrenched cam p and 
awaits the arrival of Adm iral Kim berly, 
having full faith in th e support of tho 
United States. 
Tam asese with his forces, now reduced by 
desertions to about OOO w arriors, still occu­ 
pies lh© large fort at Lntiim ui. A great 
num ber of his form er adherents have joined 
the standard of M ataafa, or grown weary of 
war. have returned to th eir own districts. 
On I ob. 8 a sm all detached party of 
M alietca men. which was reconnoitering in 
tho vicinity of Hie fort, fell in w ith a 
foraging party of the enem y, and succeeded 
in killing one of Tamasese’s greatest lead­ 
ers aud stauchest supporters, one Solo Full. 
On Feb. 2. It. Al S. Calliope. Captain 
Kane, arrived from New Zealand to relieve 
the Loyal. amt the latter sailed for Auck­ 
land on the Uh inst. This change has boeu 
a source of untold satisfaction to tho E ng­ 
lish residents in Samoa, as well as to their 
consul representative. Tho censure show- 
«red upon Captain Hand of the Royal by 
the colonial mess sim ply voices the Indig­ 
nant feeliftg of his countrym en in Samoa, 
whose interest he looked after in a dilatory 
and lukew arm m anner, aud whose prop­ 
erty he announced him self w ithout author­ 
ity to protect. 
T here can be no doubt 
that tho cordial feelings and unltv of pur­ 
pose w hich characterized the relations be­ 
tween his predecessor. Com m ander Bell of 
the Wizard, and her m ajesty s consul had 
no existence in the case of Captain Hand 
Early in the m onth C aptain Fritz© m ade 
known tho fact th a t the consular courts, 
the Am erican and English, were considered 
by him as open for the hearing of causes 
despite the proclam ation of m artial law.

EDITOR OAWSON S MURDER. 


The W ell-K now n E ditor of th* C harles­ 
ton 
News 
and 
Courier M urdered 
by a Physician in T hat City. 
Captain F. W. Dawson, editor of the 
Charleston (S. C.) News and Courier, and 
ageut of the Associated Press, was m ur­ 
dered. Tuesday afternoon, M ardi 12, about 
3.80 o’clock by T. B. Mellow, a physician of 
Charleston, It seem s th at McDow. who 
la 
a 
m arried 
m an 
and 
th e 
father 
of 
a 
fam ily, 
had 
been 
paying 
at­ 
tention 
to 
a 
Swiss m aid 
in 
Captain 
Dawson’s family, and th at Captain Daw.-on 
had visited Mellow at his office to rem on­ 
strate w ith him . Words and blows followed, 
and the encounter ended in McDow’s shoot­ 
ing Captain Dawson through the h e a rt The 
m urderer then locked up his office and w ent 
out. Three hours later he surrendered him 
sell to the police authorities, and tho boily 
of iii© m urdered m an was found lying in 
McDow’s office. The m urder caused intense 
excitem ent throughout the city. 
Mellow is said to be the only doctor in tho 
city who is not a m em ber of the State Med­ 
ical Society. 
He has an unsavory rep u ta­ 
tion. 
Ile m arried some years ago tho 
daughter of C. C. A horns, a rich retired gro­ 
cer, aud it is known th at tile police have 
been asked to shadow him several times. 
AU the evidence adduced thus far shows 
th at the m urder was one of the most diabol­ 
ical in tile annals of crim e. C.aotaiu Daw­ 
son was shot w hile sitting down. 
C aptain Francis W arrington Dawson was 
born in London. Eng.. Alay 17, IS4C. Ho 
became a firm believer in tho South, and 
ran the blockade. 
For a short tim e lie 
served in tho navy, but be enlisted iii the 
Southern arm y as a private aud soon be­ 
cam e an officer in tho artillery, and subse­ 
quently served on tile staff of General Long- 
street, and later on Hie staff of Fitzhugh 
Lee 
He was wounded three times, ami was 
captured and paroled in 1865. He became 
a reporter on th© Richm ond Exam iner, and 
later with B. W. [(ionian purchased tho 
News and C ourierof Charleston. 
Mr. Daw­ 
son subsequently succeeded Mr. liiordan as 
sole owner. He was a leading and prom inent 
citizen of the State, and was well known as 
th e m em ber for Son til Carolina of the Demo­ 
cratic national com m ittee. Captain Dawson 
achieved considerable distinction on ac­ 
count of his steadfast refusal to uugage in a 
duel some years since, in response to a chal­ 
lenge from one of the most prom inent citi­ 
zens of the State. He boldly announced 
th a t he was opposed to duelling methods. 
W hilestrongly im bued w ith Southern sen 
tim ents, Mr. Dawson has done m uch to 
reconcile that section and creato the new 
South. Mr. Dawson had m ade several trips 
abroad, and was held in high esteem by 
m any N ortherners who madolhis acquaint­ 
ance iu Europe. 
Ho was a Catholic. 
After being placed in prison. Dr. AfcDow 
m ade a statem ent as to Hie killing of Cap 
tam Dawson. 
Dr. McDow says Captain 
Dawson cam * t® his (McDow’s ottic* aud 
after introducing him self, said th a t he un­ 
derstood 
tho doctor 
bad 
been 
using 
ungentlem anly language to one of his 
(the captain’s) servants. 
Captain Daw­ 
son 
then 
warned 
the 
doctor 
not 
to again speak to the girl. The doctor 
denied the captain’s authority to forbid 
his speaking to her whenever ho pleased. 
The captain then struck him with his fist, 
knocking him over a lounge, and agaiu 
w ith a cano after he had fallen. 
The doc­ 
tor m anaged to regain his feet. and get 
around to his desk, where he secured his re­ 
volver. w ith which he shot Dawson, who 
fell and died alm ost instantly. Dr. McDow 
says lie then got h s buggy for th e purpose 
of securing medical aid. but he was so con­ 
fused and excited th a t he did not carry out 
this idea. but gave him self up to the first 
policem an th at be met. 
Tho funeral of Captain Dawson took place 
at the C athedral chapel. Charleston, S. C., 
W ednesday afternoon. B;shops Northrop of 
the Charleston diocese and Moore of th e St. 
A ugustine (Fla.) diocese officiating. All the 
priests of the diocese were in the sanctuary, 
and the chapel was crowded. Fla^s were 
displayed at half-m ast all over the city, and 
the streets 
through which the

Messages of sym pathy 
poured in to Mrs. Dawson during the day­ 
to n ) all parts of the country.

At the tim e when the question of utilizing 
raw basic slag as a fertile er was so actively 
discussed, tho E ngineering and Minim; 
Journal ventured to point out th a t there 
were several im portant reasons why our 
tarsiers should not adopt it, and th at, 
despite the low price at w hich it m ight he 
profitably sold by I urn ace m en. it would 
stand little chance in com peting w ith super­ 
phosphates m ade from bones, or from phos­ 
phorites. coprolite* or ap atite rock. T hat 
paper says fu rth er: 
if. since then. we have had little to say on 
th e subject of fertilizers, we have, never­ 
theless. continued to w atch their** ith un­ 
de in lim bed interest, ana we now again ad­ 
vert to I hem because Dr. ii. T. Day. in his 
very able report in the fifth volum e of 
• M hierat Resources of th e i m ted sta te s.” 
has lurnistied details winch confirm th e 
mows we have so frequently expressed. He 
shows, for exam ple, th a t we have a plethora 
of natural phosphate m aterial th a t far 
from falling off our production 
of the 
h ither grade Carolina ore is increasing at 
the rate of 1000 tons per w eek, and has now 
leached a total of nearly 600.000 tons a 
year. 
tin th is vast Am erican continent 
there are tw o great sources of phosphoric 
m id in the form OI tri-eal 'ic phosphate; one 
belongs to us. and is in th e Carol m as; the 
Ollie! belongs to Canada, and is in the Prov­ 
inces of Quebec and I >ntario. Both of these 
b a re gone on in Teasing it* im portance 
until they have m ade of the m anufacture 
of fertilizers one of th e great industries, an­ 
n u a ls tu rning over some 
$ 60,000,000. 
These figures sound large, aud we m ention 
them in the hope th at they will arrest at- 
teution. aud. from them selves, lead on to a 
consideration 
of 
questions, 
in te re stin g 
alike to the m iner, the engineer, and the 
chem ist; (mentions which are allied to those 
connected indissolubly w ith th e higher cul­ 
tivation oi our soils; their increased or de­ 
creased fe rtility ; and the consequent low or 
high price of our peoples food. 
A mere glance will reveal th a t our position 
Is more than ordinarily anom alous and 
m any sided. In the first place, there is the 
t W l ©f a steadily increasing knowledge 
Uweng farm ers, a strengthening desire on 
th eir part to follow th eir scientific teachers, 
end the inevitable tre a te r dem aad for arti­ 
ficial le rtilu m g su b su m es. In th e second 
place 
there are 
inexhaustible deposits 
throughout th e continent of pyrites and 
phosphate rof ks. thetw oes<ential m aterials 
to Hie produc ion of acid or super-phos- 
phates. In the third p lace-a n d here comes 
th e anom aly—th ere is the fact th a t we are 
no t by any m eans m aking th e best of our 
natural resources; th at, on th e centi ary. in­ 
stead of fostering and developing them as 
they deserve, we are allowing them lo b e 
exploded bv foreign capital, aud are hereby 
contributing to the advancem ent of E uro­ 
pean m anulacturcrs rath er th an to our own. 
Dr. Day has given am ole proof of all tins 
in the re jo rt already referred to. by show­ 
ing us that we are not only m aking no a t­ 
tem p t to monopolize a very profitable in- 
tlu-trv, but th a t our negligence is compel­ 
ling the farm ers of a large section of our 
country to purchase from English m akers 
fert fixers m ade from our own raw m a­ 
terials raised alm ost at our doors, and 
w hich, even neglecting the enorm ous cost 
of freight, could be as cheaply, as well and 
as readily m ade at hom e as abroad. 
W hat is the real reason for th is astonish­ 
ing situation? How comes it th a t European, 
finns can buy from us th eir raw m a te ria l.' 
take it to England or German y for treatm ent 
bud scud it back here ana find a sale for it 
as a m anufactured article, Probably th e 
problem has never been understood, but we 
th in k it m a. be explained on very simple 
and very lational grounds. T he people who 
have . red ed fertilizer factories have inva­ 
riably labored under th e disadvantage of 
producing only one of th e necessary in 
gredients, a n i having to buy and carry the 
other! 
lf they are m akers of Rulohuric 
acid, they are probably established in a lo­ 
cality propitious to the production of some 
sulphur-bearing ore, but containing no de­ 
posits of phosphate. W hereas if they are. 
ou tlie contrary, m iners of phosphate rock, 
th e lack of sulphuric acid is th e difficulty 
th a t presents itself. Thus it happens th at 
w hile in their respective regions, the actual 
cost of producing the elem entary m aterial 
is often extrem ely low say ®1.2.‘> per ton 
lur first-class pyrites, and 64.60 per ton for 
finely ground phosphate rock—it yet re­ 
m ains true th a t our average cost price for 
a 14 per c e n t soluble superphosphate is 
about 6t» per ton in our best works, and th at 
this price becomes so indated by transport­ 
ation th at it m ust finally cost the average 
farm er some 825 before it reaches his field. 
Can these anom alies continue to exist. 
ted how may they most effectually be done 
aw ay w ith? Is the agriculturist to be ham ­ 
tiered. em barrassed and im poverished, or 
are we to devise some m eans of cheapening 
our products by bringing together at some 
economical, central and convenient point 
for m anufacture the products of our mines. 
lf som ething is not done, and done very 
quickly, we m ust resign ourselves to seeing 
a large and ever increasing industry pass in 
? great m easure from our hands to entab- 
ish itself w here nature has been equally 
kind, aud w here m an is m ore enterprising 
and energetic. The signs of th e tunes cast 
their ions shadows before them . and It is 
because of certain rum ors of well-projected 
•ebonies, calculated to do in Canada w hat 
we have been unable to accom plish here, 
that we have w ritten a t this length. There 
can be no doubt of the ex ten t and value of 
both the pyrites and the apatite deposits th at 
•re being worked and developed on our 
uei hbor s portion of this continent; nor, 
although the m ethods by w hich thev have 
hitherto 
been 
worked 
are 
prim itive 
and rough, m ust we shut our eyes to the 
revolution now being effected in these di­ 
rections? 
No more will the pyrites ore be 
shipped for treatm ent to th is country, at a 
vast expense for freight and duty. But little 
lon.’er will th e phosphates be subjected to 
th e absurdly expensive process of hand cob­ 
bing and selection rn order to m ake them bt 
for the English and G erm an m arket on the 
m inim um basis of 80 per < ent. The sulphur 
will be turned into acid and th e copper into 
m atte at th e pyrites pits’ m o u th ; the phos­ 
phates trill be taken and used as they come 
from the quarry w ith no m ore selection or 
separation th an can be perform ed by the 
m iners them selves. 
Is Canada destined in 
this respect to be our m ost dangerous com­ 
petitor or our most valuable ally ? 
She can 
claim all the advantages conferred by abun­ 
dance of ore, cheap labor, low freights by 
rail and by water. Can we deny th a t these 
are the factors essential to th e success of 
industrial undertakings?—[Paint, Oil aud 
Drug importer. 


C hem ical A ction of 
Superphosphate 
on Nitrate. 
The author has investigated tho question 
of the Ions of nitrogen in m ixtures of super­ 
phosphate and n itra te ; he classifies th e fac­ 
tors of destruction under three heads: I 
Those w hich set free nitric acid, such as 
free acids. and. perhaps, acid phosphates. 


lim * can render that m aterial more readily 
available, and in this way it is advantageous 
to laud w here stores of plant food ate locked 
up. But if the laud contains no sijch store 
th e addition of lim e can never bring forth 
any. Lim estone soil- are as m uch im proved 
b r Ute addition of lim e as are the shaly 
soils, w hether black or red. bccauso the 
lim e applied is in a different chem ical con­ 
dition from th a t which naturally exists 
there. 
T he unburnt lim e of the soil Is 
quite in ert as a decomposer of plant food; 
nut. when 
b urnt 
and rendered caustic 
its decomposing energy is developed. In tho 
stone the lim e is com bined w ith carbonic 
acid. w hich com pletely m asks the active 
property on w hich its value as a stim ulant 
to th e soil depends. But in the kiln this 
carbonic acid is driven off. the stone loses 
about halt its weight, and its power of de- 
j com posing organic 
m atter is developed. 
For the sam e reason a lim estone soil, as it is 
called, if it really contains any lime. c n- 
tains it In th e sam e fo rm -th e carbonate. 
Hence the Bine. if naturally present in the 
soil, is of no value as a stim u lan t; it is inert. 
aud the addition of q u ic k e r caustic lim e 
has exactly th e sam e er ect, both in nature 
and am ount, as on any other land. 
_ 
The secret of the value of lim e in agricul­ 
ture lies in th e chem ical fact already al­ 
luded to th a t quick or caustic lim e has the 
power ol decom posing anim al and vegetable 
m atter. H ence lime in the caustic state 
speedily destroys organic m aterial, and re­ 
duces it to a condition in which it is avail­ 
able for plant food, 
b u t it is obvious th at 
the am ount of plant food thus produced 
will depend on the am ount of organic m at­ 
te r existing n aturally in every soil. and un­ 
less this store is in some w ay replenished it 
m ust before long become exhausted. 
I he 
lim ing of laud, therefore, year after year, 
w ithout the application of m anure of some 
kind, m ust end in tho reduction of the 
natu ral store of plant food below th at which 
will yield a paying crop, as is the case w ith 
m uch p -or land at the present tim e. 
Some farm ers are in the condition of men 
possessing an annuity.w hooverdraw it every 
year reducing the principal, until it la)Is too 
low to afford them a living. An intelligent 
farm er, aided bv a knowledge of the chem i­ 
cal principle, above laid down, will see th at 
he can only secure an advantage from lim e 
by placing in the ground a supply of organ­ 
ic m atter w hich the lim e will convert into 
plant food. I bis supply will be obtained by 
m anuring it. bv allowing it to lie fallow, 
when the weeds w hich spring un and die 
will add th eir rem ains to the soil, or by 
grow ing som e green crop upon it. such as 
clover.tne tops, especially th erootsof which 
contribute largely to its stock of organic 
m aterial. A crop of clover is said to yield 
aijout eight tons of roots per acre. This is 
attacked by the lime w hen added and 
quickly decomposed, 
whereas naturally 
the process would require a m uch longer 
tim e. Hence lim ing tho soil does not really 
and an y th in g to its fertility, but only an­ 
ticipates th e future and brings the farm er 
in one or tw o years w hat would lie other­ 
wise spread over a long tim e 
The farm er should also bear in m ind the 
fact th a t quicklim e, w hen exposed to the 
air. rapidly absorbs carbonic acid, and re­ 
turns to its form er condition of carbonate of 
lim a. when it is of little or no use to the 
land. Lim e should be applied fresh, lor a 
heap of b urnt lim e left In th e open air rap­ 
idly recarbonates itself and loses m ost of its 
value. If it cannot be spread at once it 
should 1>« well covered w ith earth to pre­ 
vent the absorption of carbonic acid. A 
few drops of m uriatic acid (orspiritsof salt), 
if added to carbonate of lim e, will cause a 
strong effervescence or bubbling, ow ing to 
th e escape of the gits, whereas, if added to 
quicklim e, little or no effervescence will 
ensue. In this way the good or bad condi­ 
tion of a heap of slaked lim e m ay readily 
Vie determ ined. The use of lim e does not. 
however, altogether end here, as in some 
soils: especially iii the red sandstones of the 
C atskill group the soil contains a consider­ 
able quantity of potash in the form of sili­ 
cate of potash. W hen lim e is added to such 
soil as this it changes the silicate of potash 
into silicate of lime, and sets free the pot­ 
ash, whicn is carbonated. 
Carbonate of potash Is one of th e m ost 
valuable m aterials for growing plants. Such 
Roils contain w ithin them selves a reserve of 
th is plan t food locked up which ages cannot 
exhaust. It m ust not. however, be inferred 
from the above stated fact th a t this red 
sandstone 
soil does not need m anure. 
Plants cannot live or grow upon potash 
alone, though it is one o f their m ost im por­ 
ta n t constituents. They require m any other 
chem ical elem ents w hich m ust be supplied 
in the shape of m anure. 
Again, w hen new boggy land is broken up 
the soil is often sour from the presence of 
hum ic acid, produced by the decay of vege­ 
table m etier. In some eases it is too sour te 
allow the grow th of anything but the natu­ 
ral swam p grasses and sedges. Lim e is alka­ 
line or anti-acid in property, and therefore 
its application in considerable quantity is of 
im m ediate benefit in dim inishing the acidity 
and rendering th e , soil suitable for the 
grow th of m ore profitable crops. As to the 
details of th e application of lim e. the tim e, 
m anure, quantity, etc., experience is the 
I'est guide, and the farm er can determ ine 
these points for him self, 
It is evident th at the addition to the land 
of finely powdered lim estone is totally use­ 
less as a substitute for nuicklim ing. It may 
have good m echanical effect on some sofia. 
like th a t produced by sand, coal ashes, etc., 
but cannot stim ulate their fertility. 


th Tho-e which convert nitric acid into 
n itre oxide, such as ferrous salts, easily tie- 
cottiposa de organic m atter and am m onia. 
Conditions favoring those decomposi­ 
tions such as the tem perature and moist- 
nes of th e superphosphate. 
E xperim ents were m ade a t ordinary sum 
m er tem perature and at CO . w ith m ixtures 
of nitrate, in proportions corresponding to 
ti and 4 per cont, of nitrogen, and bone ash 
or anim al charcoal superphosphate, con­ 
taining, w ith added m ineral phosphate 
18.48 per c e n t of total, and 16.80 per c en t 
soluble phosphoric acid, also wffh the sam e 
proportions of nitrate m ixed w ith bone 
m eal 
superphosphate 
containing 
18.18 
per c e n t 
of total, 
and 
17 
per c e n t 
of soluble E205, and in one case w ith 
lerrous sulphate corresponding to I per 
<ent, of iron oxide. These m ixtures were 
exposed, atordm arv tem peratures, in sacks; 
at CO in glass cylinders covered w ith linen. 
T he niirogCD, th e phosphoric acid, total and 
soluble, were determ ined both before and 
after the exposure, and in some cases dur­ 
ing the experim ents. 
The quantity of 
soluble phosphoric acid rem ained unaltered, 
and the losses of nitrogen in the experi­ 
m ents at the ordinary tem peratures were so 
sw ail as to come w ithin exper,m ental error. 
snow ing’ h at free acids, easily decomposable 
organic m atter, etc., ex ert no deleterious in- 
l u ericeat ordinary tem peratures 
At 50 . 
however. Hie case is different, and great 
losses of nitrogen 'am ounting even to Va 
per cen t) ate observed, th e losses being 
greater in the case .4 th e bonem eal super­ 
phosphate than w ith th e bone ash or ani­ 
m al charcoal superphosphate: this is at­ 
tributed to the readily decomposable organ ic 
m atter, to greater proportions of free phos­ 
phoric acid and probably also to th e moist 
condition of th e b ne mea! superphosphate. 
'I he ferrous sulphate proved inactive in 
both series of experim ents. Both th e linen 
sacks and th e covers of the glass cylinders 
were strongly attacked during the exposure 
by the free acids p resen t: n it: our odors were 
observed in the cylinders. The bone ash or 
anim al charcoal superphosphate was dry 
aud coarse-grained in chara' lei-aud evolved 
hydrofluoric acid on treatm en t w ith con­ 
centrated sulphuric acid. 
From these results th e au th o r concludes: 
3. T hat adm ixture of saltpeter w ith super* 
phom bate should only l>e m ade in m atured 
superphosphates. IS. T hat as far as loss of 
nitrogen is concerned such m ixtures m ay 
be stored in sacks, even during the h ot sum 
m er m onths.—[Hied Contr. 


Don’t U se Any C om m ercial Fertilizer 
on W h e a t W ithout Sow ing Clover. 
Feeling th a t m any of our brothers were 
expending large sum s of m oney for com 
m ercial fertilizers in this and other South 
em States, I could not help raising a warn 
ing voice and offering some hints in regard 
to the use and abuse of a good fertilizer. I 
was in conversation w ith a gentlem an from 
V irginia a few d avn ago on this subject, and 
am fearful the same consequences will fol­ 
low si m e o^ our good brothers who use 
large quantities of com m ercial fertilizers. 
He said in the county he cam e from they 
found just after the w ar th a t they could 
double the yield of w heat on their lands, 
and were 
using 
it every year, buying 
it 
on 
tim e 
from 
th eir 
m erchants. 
f iving 
m ortgages 
on 
their 
crops. 
hey succeeded very well for eight or ten 
years, but tho m erchants’ exorbitant profits 
consumed all the surplus raised, 
T here 
cam e a year, however, th a t tho yield fell 
far short of w hat it had usually been, leav­ 
ing them deeply indebted to th e m erchants, 
but to relieve the farm ers and increase their 
own profits the m erchants extended the 
tim e ana advised th a t a larger acreage be 
sown, and they would furnish them another 
year, but m ust have a m ortgage on their 
lands as well. 
This year they had alm ost 
an entire failure, and the m ortgages were 
foreclosed, and all their mules, cattle, sheep 
aud other available property was sold, and 
they had not recovered when he left. The 
land would not produce anything w ithout 
fertilizers. 
All their fences and buildings 
were in a dilapidated condition. 
Now, 
b rethren, let us not get in this condition. 
We can, bv being industrious and economi 
cal. avoid these troubles. 
First, let us not use any com m ercial fer 
tilizerso n w heat w ithout sowing clover at 
the sam e tim e, aud this crop turned under 
will really enrich the soil for future crops, 
aud if you wish to use it on corn, a t least a 
half bushel of speckled pease should he 
sown lo th e acre at th e last ploughing, and 
tho stalk field turned in spring, aud speckled 
pease drilled ab n u lf Va leet, and 20 laches 
in drill. Plough twice, and as soon as the 
pease begin to ripen turn hogs in, aud start 
turning plough in the thinnest laud, pre­ 
paratory to seeding in w heat w ith the fer­ 
tilizer and clover. Then you have your 
land growing in value and fertility. But. 
brethren, let us reason a little about fertil­ 
izers. Suppose you have a hundred liens; 
build (if you havn’t one) a good hen-hou»e 
w ith good roof and floor, nice roosts m ade 
of one by three laths, good nests, and itll 
w hitew ashed about three tim es a y e a r; Have 
boxes or barrels convenient, aud a load 
or 
two 
of 
good rich soil from fence 
corners kept dry iii some of your barrels, 
and clean up your nouse at least once a 
week, and throw' about as m uch of the 
dry d irt in your barrel as you have of the 
cleanings, which prevents the escape of the 
am m onia contained iii dropping!. 
Keep 
this dry u n til you are ready to use it. It 
you have sheep have a good shed, and keep 
them up every nig h t; bed them w ith saw­ 
dust or dry chaff, and clean ud the shed as 
often as necessary, using dry. rich soil over 
it. as w ith tho chicken house; then during 
the sum m er get yourself a sieve about 
2Vax4 feet and fram e it, so it will stand on 
the ground at an angle of about 45~, aud 
w ith a shovel throw the dust accum ulated 
in your horse ami cow lots through this 
sieve, ami put it iii a dry place and m ix all 
thoroughly, and use instead of com m ercial 
fertilizer, and I think you will save enough 
to take the place of it wit Ii less than one- 
fourth Hie cost, besides taking care of your 
ctiickens and sheep. All your coarser m a­ 
nures from your horse and cow barns may 
be used on your corn land broadcast, and 
ploughed in. 
Brother-farm ers, if you feel disposed to 
try the'-e suggestions, I feel sure you will 
be benefited by them .—[A- J. II., Cowau, 
Tenn., in Home and Farm .

It is a successful way of m anaging the 
cream ery business to have a branch factory 
a few m iles away from the matn one, at a 
good shipping point, and only have a sm all 
building, a separator, and a three or four- 
horse power steam engine to operate it. and 
then take the cream to th e m ain (actory to 
be churned. T he farm ers eau thus have tho 
benefits of th e co-operative system at points 
w here it would not pay to build a large fac­ 
tory. 
There are inquiring persons who are in­ 
clined tochange the ti me of year for the pro­ 
duction of m ost m ilk in winter, and vet who 
are at a loss to know' the m ost feasible way 
to get their cows into seasonable m ilkers, 
w hether to quickly breed those th at come in 
in the early spring or fail to breed any until 
about Dec. I, and teed well and m ilk the far­ 
row herd m eantim e. 
The latter course, we 
believe, is being adopted m ostly by those 
who seek to change from sum m er to w inter 
dairying. It is well, also, for such a farm er 
to keep an eye out for good cows, th at ate 
frosh, and are for sale in the fall, and either 
increase his herd thus, or take the oppor­ 
tunity to weed out poor cows, if he has 
them .—{Hoard’s Dairym an. 


T he C are of Milk. 
The practical dairym an should know th e 
composition of m ilk and w hat be w ants to 
g et out of i i In IOO pounds of m ilk there 
is about four pounds of butter. shit pounds 
caseine and one-balf pound of album en; in 
the rem aining 02 pounds there are about 
four pounds of sugar. The cheese m aker 
w ants all tile solids but th e sugar, which he 
lets go w ith the whey, l ’roper feeding will 
enable a cow to change nearly all of the 
album en til the blood w hich goes to m ilk 
into caseine; this is an im portant feature to 
the cheese m aker. A cow should breathe 
only pure air; the breathing of bad air will 
contam inate her m ilk. She should have 
only pure w ater to drink. Microbes whicli 
cause typhoid fever have been found in 
m ilk, and the sam " in w ator drank by the 
cows from which the m ilk cam e, aud scores 
of people died of typhoid fever, all of whom 
had used the m ilk. She should have all tho 
w ater she wants. 
■ W holesome feed is also essential lit should 
be properly balanced. Corn alone will not 
increase a cow s m ilk. but if fed roots, bran. 
etc., w ith it. the cows will utilize all th e 
foods, and m ake an increase in product from 
all parts of the com bination. Cows should 
have access to salt daily; to deprive them 
of it for one week will reduce their m ilk 
flow 14Vs p ercent., and th a t given will not 
produce its full am ount of butter and cheese. 
A nervous cow is preferable to a nerveless 
one. N ever m ilk w ith wet hands. It pays 
to brush a cow’s udder w ith a coarse brush 
before m ilk in g ; it insures practically clean 
m ilk, and th e cow gives m ore of it. S train 
m ilk as soon as draw n: for butter, set 
prom ptly in cold w ater; for cheese, thor­ 
oughly air it to rem ove the anim al odor.— 
[Professor Robertson. 


C ooling Milk. 
N othing should bo done w ithout a good 
reason for it, w hether the operatsr knows it 
or not. Even in cases of sickness it is better 
to do nothing except to m ake the patient as 
com fortable as possible, th an to adm inister 
m edicine of w hich you do no t know the 
effects, to cure disease of w hich you do not 
know the nature. Don’t act on th e supposi­ 
tion th at you ‘m ust do som ething/’w hetber 
you know w hat ought to be doue or not. If 
you do, th e chances are m any to one th a t 
you will do w r ng. for usually there is but 
i ne right way to m any wrong ways. 
T his applies t > dairying as well as to sick­ 
ness aud other m atters. The intelligent 
dairym an will seek to find a reason for 
everything he does. It is foolish to act w ith ­ 
out some definite end in view. To be able 
to give or not to give a reason Tor every­ 
thing, m arks the difference between th e 
wise and the otherwise. 
W hat is tho object in cooling m ilk? In 
cheese-m aking it has a double object—th a t 
of delaying the souring of the m ilk and th a t 
of retarding th e rising of the cream . The 
lower the tem perature is run, especially if 
it comes to a standstill, the slower and m ore 
im perfect th e separation of th e cream , 
w hich has but little upw ard tendency un­ 
less the tem perature is falling. The cooler 
the m ilk is m ade before being allowed to 
rest, the better it is for keening the cream 
fr. rn rising. 
In butter m aking it is desirable to prevent 
the tem perature from falling as m uch as 
possible, until the m ilk is set for cream ris­ 
ing. 
Every degree lost In tem perature 
causes a loss of cream —th a t is, reduces tho 
quantity th a t will rise. 
There are tw o 
reasons for th is: Cream rises best on a fall­ 
ing tem perature, and hence, every degree 
the m ilk is cooled lessens the distance the 
tem perature has to fall, and also the chance 
the cream has to separate. The other reason 
is th at tho colder the m ilk gets the more 
dense it grows, and hence the more difficult 
it is for th e globules of cream to rise 
through the slow ly-thickening mass. Still 
another reason, based on Dr. Babcock’s re­ 
cent discovery, m ay be given. It is th a t a 
little delay in setting the m ilk uot only 
cafises a loss of tem perature and greater 
diversity of fluid, but givos tim e for the 
fibrin in the m ilk to coadgulate.therebve n ­ 
tangling the fat globules in the coagulum . 
These would seem to be reasons enough 
for cooling m ilk, aside from the fact th a t 
the tem perature naturally falls to th a t of 
th e surrounding atm osphere, and artificial 
m eans would have to be em ployed to pre­ 
vent the m ilk sfrom cooling—if th a t were 
desirable. B ut m uch experience has show n 
th a t it is not. To keen up the tem perature 
would hasten souring, w hile a fixed high 
tem perature would m ilitate against the 
rising of the cream to any considerable ex­ 
tent. The advantages of both tim e and a 
falling tem perature would be nearly lost. 
Tho m anner of cooling has not appeared 
to be of m uch consequence, w here all the 
other conditions are rig h t—except th a t it 
m ust be rapid in deep setting, or the m ilk 
will sour and thicken before the cream is 
up. Tile practice of excluding the atm os­ 
phere Is of com paratively recent origin, 
aud, like th a t of raising cream in a vacuum , 
has not yet been shown to have any special 
advantage-unless It be to exclude an im ­ 
pure atm osphere—w hile open setting and 
absorption of oxyeen. in a pure atm osphere, 
are claim ed by good authority to have some 
im portant advantages, w hich a few experi­ 
m ents have seemed to confirm. 
Among 
these are developm ent of flavor and color, 
—IT. D. C., in Prairia Farm er. 


all the “borers” from an entire orchard, 
and yet some people never have sufficient 
tim e to devote to it: yet, strange to say. 
these are the prom ulgators of the theory 
th a t fruit trees are degenerating, and do 
not bear so freely as when they were boys. 
The m oral of ail this is. plaut none but 
healthy trees, in 'good soil, and then w ith 
good culture you will receive good fruit. 
T he end justifies the m eans. 
Positive assertions to tho effect th a t cer­ 
tain trees w ill pay largely are dam aging 
to their reputation, 
T here are so m any 
qualifio&ntions to bo considered w ith alm ost 
any kind, and after all, so m uch depends 
upon the ow ner him self, th a t all such state­ 
m ents should be well considered before 
acting upon th e advice. T here is no valid 
reason why the various kinds of nuts should 
not prove as profitable as any of our fruit 
trees. 
T here is a steadily increasing de­ 
m and for them in our m arkets, and their 
culture as a rule requires less attention 
than the m ajority of our orchard trees. Per­ 
haps tile chestnut leads tho list for > polit, 
followed closely by the shellbark, and even 
the common black w alnut is quite in de­ 
m and. 
In th e N orthern States the pecan and 
English w alnut are unreliable, only suc­ 
ceeding in sheltered locations, and are of 
course beyond the question of profit. 
Tile m ain point to be considerd in culti­ 
vating nuts is the selection of proper vari­ 
eties, Large, showy fruit requires no more 
care, and occupies no m ore ground than the 
sm aller size. yet th e price obtained for th e 
form er m ay double th a t of th e latter.—

T H E FENCE. 


F ences Cost M oney as W ell as W o r k - 
Som e H in ts as to M ow to C u rtail 
th e E xp en se. 
An item of great expense to every farm er 
is th at involved in the building and m ain­ 
taining of fences. Form erly, w hen tim ber 
was plenty, and fence building was m erely 
a m atter of labor, the expense of keeping up 
long strings of useless fence w as not consid­ 
ered, for w hile th e average farm er is eco­ 
nom ical in the expenditure of m oney, h e 
knows and thinks little of tho econom y of 
labor. Now. how ever the tim e has com e 
w hen fences cost m oney as well as work. 
M aterial is scarce and valuable, and every 
year it becomes m ore s a it is tim e lor us 
to begin to consider the cost of fences, and 
adopt some m eans to curtail it. 
In the first place I would suggest th a t to 
login the reduction of this item of expense 
it would be well to cu n ail the am ount of 
fencing every farm er keens up. 
No doubt 
every m an thinks ho has only such fences 
as are absolutely necessary to the successful 
carrying on of his business; but I believe 
th a t by a little study lie could devise plans 
w hereby a \ cry m aterial cutting off m ight 
be practiced, and still result in not a par­ 
ticle of inconvenience to him. 
I know la m s th a t are crossed and check­ 
ered over w ith long strings of fence th a t 
every year require an enorm ous outlay of

P ow ltry to r P rofit—It P a y s to K eep 
th * H en h o u se W arm . 
Hens in flocks of 10 to 20 will lay, says 
the Tennessee Farm er, under 
favorable 
circum stances, to their utm ost capacity. 
Hens in flocks of 20 to 35 will lay only 
fairly well. In flocks of 35 to 50 they will 
not pay for their feed. More th an 50 hens 
in one flock are a nuisance th a t we w ould 
n ot fool with. This does not m ean th a t one 
cannot keep 50 hens profitably. It does 
m ean, however, th a t one person can ar­ 
range his fowls iDto flocks of 15 to 20, giv­ 
ing them a separate run, say a yard 50x200 
feet, w ith grass in it, aud m ultiply such sep­ 
arate runs as m uch as is desired, and m ake 
all pay. 
A w riter in tho Prairie F arm er does not be 
licve it profitable to feed hens all th e corn 
they will eat. lie w rites: "In the m orning 
I give rye, a quart to about sixty hens, 
sprinkler! in straw so th a t they have to 
scratch, and I tell you, they enjoy scratching 
for it. too. T hen I nail up a couple of heads 
of cabbage in the henhouse, so th a t they 
can reach it, and lot them eat all they w ant 
About noon I give a little oats and rye. just 
to get them to scratch, and a t night I give 
them table scraps, and once in a w hile a 
little sunflower seed. I use corn as little as 
possible, as I don’t th in k it proper food for 
laying hens. In the w av of drink, I give 
m ilk altogether, and th in k it far better than 
water, I keep my poultry-house well bedded 
w ith straw , and even lf you don’t feed any 
grain in the straw , they will scratch, any 
way. In very cold w eather I keep fire in 
it, and th in k it pays w ell,”

D a iry M int*—T h e C ars and C oolin g of 
M ilk. 
T he testim ony accum ulates th a t it is bet­ 
ter to feed m ilch cows but tw ice per day, as 
it is alleged th at well-fed cows can put in 
their tim e resting and rcniasticating their 
food more profitably than to spend it in any 
other way. The m an who thinks a cow 
ought to be cantering all over a half-bare 
pasture to get a livelihood doubtless does 
not believe the above. 
If a m an owns high-priced, valuable lands 
th a t will grow corn, he need not worry him ­ 
self m uch w hether his farm is naturally 
adapted to grazing or grow ing grass or not, 
T he land th a t will grow corn well w ill also 
grow clover, rye, barley aud oats, and w itn 
them th e farm er is in a condition to m ake 
m ilk, cheese and butter cheaper per pound 
th a t can be done on the pastures, on lands 
w orth §40 per acre or more. Two 800- 
I>ounit cows can be fed ail the forage needed 
lor a whole year, and it will grow ou au 


V a lu a b le A d v ice to A ll O rchardists* 
Rem em ber, there is no work to be done on 
the farm th a t is of greater im portance than 
preparing the soil for and planting a new 
orchard. It is a job th a t should show its 
beneficial effects a lifetim e. 
B etter delay th e planting an entire season 
than to set the trees in sod, or before the 
ground is properly m ellowed and enriched 
This is why some farm ers have such “good 
luck" w ith their trees—they sim ply carry 
out th eir carefully studied plans w ith as 
m uch system as for any crop they grow 
And it pays w ell in the end. 
If the above requisites have received a t­ 
tention, and th e trees are young and healthy, 
then w ith Caro in planting they will bo I 
bearing condition long before the stunted 
specim ens set by the tnriftless w orkm an 
have recovered from their rem oval. There 
ave certain features th a t govern success in 
every departm ent of tree-planting 
Of 
these careful preparation of the soil comes 
first. The proper exposure has prove* to be 
ot 
little 
consequence, 
as 
experienced 
orchardists differ iii judgm ent on this point. 
Tile selection of varieties is. beyond ques 
lion, of vital interest lo every one, but 
especially so to the m arket-m an. 
In determ ining between large or sm all 
tree-i for setting, select tho latter every 
tim e. You will never regret it. The form er 
may ple-tse the eye a t first, but the latter 
will fill the purse much sooner. 
It is quite as profitable to cultivate the re­ 
cently planted orchard as it is the field of 
corn, and perhaps the net returns m ight 
show a balance in favor of the form er. 
Barking the bodies of young trees by care­ 
lessly perm itting the single trees to strike 
against them , is a fault too often indulged 
in, w ithout fear of the consequences. 
A ievz hours will be sufficient to eradicato 


m onev and labor, and are of no benefit 
hatever to the owner, They are, in fact, 
nuisances, incum brances an d an aggrava­ 
tion: 
To my m ind nothing detracts m ore from 
a farm than the o ract:ce[sotne m en have of 
dividing and subdividing it by m eans of 
cross fences into lots aud patches. It gives 
the farm a narrow, scrim ped aopoaranee, 
and somehow im presses one w ith tho idea 
of closeness, On the other hand, th e farm , 
w ith its fields and pastures, seem s to have 
an air of freedom and liberality th a t is en­ 
ticing and pleasant. 
B ut to the practical side of th e question. 
T he less fences one has the better. It Is 
better because it reduces the expense of 
keeping them up. and it is better because a 
considerable am ount of tillable land is 
saved for producing purposes rath er th an 
taken up w ith weeds and brush th a t too 
often flourish along the fence rows. It is 
better because your fields are larger and the 
per cent, of wast© land lying around Ilia 
outer edge of every cultivated spot is m ate­ 
rially reduced. 
My idea of a farm is som ething like th is: 
I would decide on w hat proportion of my 
acres I wished to cultivate in cereals, w hat 
proportion I wished to sow in meadow, aud 
w h at proportion I wished to use as pasture. 
Then I would divide my land as nearly as 
possible according to its adaptation to these 
crops, and so arrange it th at it would lie as 
nearly as possible according to its adapta­ 
tion to these crops, and so arrange it th a t it 
would lie as nearly as possible rn regular 
squares. In this way I would secure th e 
best appearance, and give to m y farm a 
broad, healthy look. and, w ith two or three 
lines of straight cross-fence, supplant th e 
m any zig-zag fences th a t are too often seen 
w inding about over a farm . cutting th e few 
acres up into patches aud narrow strips. 
It depends a great deal on the location of 
the house as to the am ount of fence one 
can get along w ith on th e farm , if pousi- 
_ :e, the house should be so situated th a t th e 
pasture laud will h e adjacent, and th u s do 
away w ith the necessity of a lane loading 
hack past the fields aud meadows, to the 
pasture on th e rem ote part of the farm . 
Every farm er should lay out his farm 
system atically, and, w ith a little care aud 
study, he eau easily form plans w hereby a 
large am ount of fencing can lie saved. In­ 
deed, there are few farm ers who could 
not, by proper consideration of the subject, 
soon arrive at m eans by w hich a large per 
cent, of th e fences they now have could 
bo doue away w ith. and their own con­ 
venience greatly enhanced thereby. T here 
are not m any farm s free from the curse of 
too m uch iencing, and th e sooner this an­ 
noying surplus is done aw ay w ith the better. 
Mar your farm w ith ju st as littio fencing 
as possible. 
Do aw ay w ith patches and 
scraps, and in every possible case throw 
your acres together. Save the expense of 
keeping up fences, and, a t th e same tim e, 
add to the value of your farm by enhanc­ 
ing its beauty arid convenience, and by 
turning the fence rows to producing pur­ 
poses.—[Thomas P. M ontfort, in Prairie

Tho wooden silo is now alm ost exclusively 
preferred, aud needs to have air-proof walls, 
and be so grounded th a t air cannot get 
under the sills or floor. T he sills should be 
well pitched and sunk into the ground about 
their w idth. T his will prevent spreading of 
the foundation. Surface w ater should bo 
guarded against, and th en only a floor of 
pounded-down clay, com ing up a few inches 
against the inside walls, will be needed, and 
m akes as perfect a floor as any. The all- 
above-ground silo is far preferable to one 
sunk wholly or iu part. The corners should 
be made secure. 
The studding should he 2x8 inches, set 16 
inches apart. 
T hen line up inside w ith 
common inch boards, w ell nailed to the 
studding. T hen paper up and down w ith 
tarred paper, well lapped. 
Then “face” 
with another layer of inch boards, the three 
being nailed to th e studding. Then puint 
the silo inside and out w ith gas tar or as­ 
phalt, applied boiling h o t lf built outside 
he barn the silo needs a roof, and the 
structure looks better if covered w ith some 
cheap siding. B ut th e spaces between the 
studding should not be filled in w ith any 
m aterial like saw dust, tan nark or the like. 
The sim ple air space is preferable. Such a 
silo, roofed and all com plete, w ill cost from 
DO cents to 61.50 per ton storage capacity, 
according to price of lum ber and labor. I 
am now building ono in my barn for next 
season th a t will hold IOO tons and cost 
about 850. 
The best m aterial w ith which to fill is 
corn, the natural crop in all localities. 
It 
should be of the best and m ost vigorous 
kinds, thinly planted, never sown broad­ 
cast. As a rule, eight quarts per acre for 
large varieties, and IO quarts for the 
sm aller, put in drills three and one-half 
feet apart, and cared for by the host rules 
fcr field corn, will give best results, It 
should be allowed to stand until fully m a­ 
tured. the ears just at th e roasting stage, 
before silo filling begins. 
Encouraging the 
grow th of ears is to prom ote developm ent 
of desirable feeding qualities. 
This was 
in t plan last year, and the silage is more 
nearly perfect th an ever before. 
The com is best prepared for the silo bv 
running it through a m achine, cutting to 
half-inch lengths. 
E ither cut half inch or 
two Inches, tor the benefit of the cattle, 
W ith this very m ature corn it is not so im­ 
perative th a t slow filling be o served, or 
high heat developed. 
The corn fodder has 
become so charged w ith starch, sugar, etc., 
th a t it furnishes very laregly its own pre­ 
serving elem ents, and we now get the 
sweet-ripened silage w ith tho molasses 
flavor, so greedily eaten by the stock and 
furnishing desirable yields of well-balanced 
m ilk. 
The silo filled, let it rem ain a few 
days to settle, develop some heat, expel tho 
air. and then put on cover of a foot thick 
or so of loose straw , a slight weight of old 
board or rails added to hold the straw 
down to m at, and tho work of preservation 
is aoconiDlishea.—[J. G., Ohio, in New York 
Tribune. 


grow th of clover th a t a m ost rem arkable 
increase in available nitrogen occurs in th e 
soil. But for the fact th a t the ground Is 
very hard and dry atter taking off tho seed 
clover crop. it would be a good plan to 
plough im m ediately, and sow w heat w ith a 
dressing of superphosphate to supply the 
needed m ineral fertility. 
It m ay seem like 
hard cropping to take off tw o clover crops, 
and then sow wheat. but the land is doubt­ 
less in as good, if not better condition, than 
it would be if ploughed in spring, and bear­ 
ing one grain crop during the sum m er. 
There is besides a large am ount oi v a lu a te 
hay saved, and this is w orth m ore th a t any 
other hay. both for nutrition and for the 
resultant m anure heap. 
Almost any kind of crop succeeds well on 
a clover lev. It has fewer weeds than any 
other sod, and its own roots do not sprout 
and grow upw ard, as a June grass sod will 
persist in doing. Not only does it decay 
rapidly, but as it penetrates the subsoil it 
leads the roots of corn and potatoes down­ 
ward, so th a t they are not so likely to be in­ 
jured by drought. W here clover has grown 
the soil is more porous. It absorbs m oisture 
from the air. as the latter is cooled bv touch­ 
ing it. To plough under for green m anure, 
the large or pea vine clover is preferable. 
B ut little is now used in this way, aud for 
m aking bav the m edium red is the bast, and 
is, in fact, good enough for any other pur- 
pose.--[Cultivator. 


K eeping A nim als in C ondition. 
Does it pay to feed anim als over w inter in 
such a way th a t they will only hold th eir 
own? Never. No farm anim al can be profit­ 
ably fed in any other way than to have him 
gain steadily from birth to block. A stand­ 
still m eans a loss. A going back m eans 
a greater loss. 
The above tru th is from 
H erds and Flocks, and should bo carefully 
considered by every farm er. Its force ap­ 
plies w ith greater force to young and grow ­ 
ing anim als than to those th a t have ar­ 
rived at m aturity, iii! w hich case tbero 
would 
bo no 
loss from sim ply m ain­ 
taining Its norm al condition; but in tho 
c t e of voung anim als, 
there is an in ­ 
direct loss in not securing th a t grow th th a t 
ought to tie continued and natural, Do all 
farm ers secure t b s steady gain under the 
effects of w inter feeding? 
No, 
And the 
num ber is great th a t do I ar worse and allow 
them to go back, and so far back as in some 
cases th at we know of th a t the anim als died 
and were hauled aw ay lo be buried. 
T he 
kind of feeding th a t leads to such results is 
the kind th a t starts the farm er on a down- 
bill track.andw hen he once gets started the 
m om entum increases so th a t it is w ith groat 
difficulty th at he can recover. 
We should 
not look for such am ong our readers.—[Ger­ 
m antown T elegraph. 


A lim ent P referred 'by P lan ts. 
M. Ville, afetr years of careful experim ent 
and close observation, was led to believe 
th at the alim ent preferred by cereals is 
nitro g en ; by legum inous plants potassa; bv 
roots, the phosphates. 
U nderstand these 
are tho preferred elem ents, bu t not th e 
exclusive, for these three 
substances in 
various proportions are necessary to each 
aud all. and even lim e, which hum us ren­ 
ders assim ilable, m ust be added. W hile 
nitrogen may be preferred bv cereals for th e 
form ation of the 
grain, phosphates are 
necessary. We only give the above points 
to indicate the preference and a partial 
necessity.—[G erm antow n Telegraph.

It is som ew hat difficult to ana­ 
lyze tho m otives which induce m en to take 
pleasure in 
battles between anim als or 
birds. Tho genuine sport invariably sees or 
claim s lo see points of m erit in tho bird or 
anim al th a t he backs, and claim s fu rth er 
th at the particular sport th at lie patronizes 
bringsabout cultivation of a higher order of 
th e species. In horse racing this is un­ 
doubtedly the case. Many m en are identi­ 
fied w ith th e track and tu rf who are far 
from 
being 
w hat 
is 
generally called 
“sporting 
m en.” 
They 
devote 
their 
attention to racing purely from their ad­ 
m iration for tho liorse. and th e result cer­ 
tainly is ail upw ard developm ent of all the 
possibilities of th a t anim al. Such m on are, 
however, com paratively very few to the 
thousands and thousands who are sim ply at 
tho tracks to witness events. 
Tlie.se m en 
spend th eir m oney liberally and th eir tim e 
even more so, in order to see. perhaps, seven 
contests th a t last on an average a m inute 
each. 
These seven m inutes are am ple 
com pensation to them for their tim e and 
money. In them they have gratified their 
de-,ire for contest, and. perhaps, a stronger 
m otive, th a t of gam bling. 
As the order of beings th a t take p art in 
sporting contests descends, it becomes m ore 
difficult to perceive clearly just why an in­ 
telligent m an should prom ote the sport. 
The laws long ago took cognizance of cock­ 
fighting and forbade it. It is, nevertheless. 
a live departm ent of sports today and bids 
fair to continue so for m any years to come. 
Reports of m ains are found in alm ost every 
daily issue of new spapers 
th at 
devote 
especial atten tio n to sporting events. 


DO RICHES COME AT FORTY? 


The Astor, 
Vanderbilt, 
Stewart 
and 
S tandard Oil Fortunes All Founded 
by Men in Middle Life—Jay Gould an 
Exception. 
[New York San.) 
One of the brightest young m en in public* 
life said the other day th a t he was going to 
m ake his everlasting fortune some day 
w hen he grew tired of politics. 
“But there 
is plenty of tim e for th a t,” said he. 
"Do 
you know th a t it is alm ost a rule in this 
country th a t m en do not m ake th eir for­ 
tunes u n til they are 40 years old or older? 
The grand exception to th e rule is Jay 
Gould, but the contem porary fortunes w ere 
nearly all m ade w hen their founders w ere 
at or beyond m iddle age. Com m odore Van­ 
derbilt, John Jacob Astor, A, T. S tew art aud 
all the others prove w hat I say.” 
Tho reporter to w hom this was said turned 
over the pages of th e biographies and other 
works of reference a t his hand, and found 
enough in them to w arrant th e assertion 
th a t at least a great m any rich Am ericans 
have been beyond 40 years of age w hen 
they have accrued riches. 
C ertainly the 
richest body of m en in th e land. tho U nited 
States Senate, is composed of elderly m en; 
but in the lower house of Congress wo see 
m iJlionnaires. like W illiam L. Scott and 
Stephen V. W hite, who look scarcely old 
enough for th e rule, 
A lexander T, Stew art cam e here in 1823 
from Ireland, w here he was born in 1803. 
H e opened a little linen store on Broadway, 
aud gathered w ealth very slowly at first, as 
m ost other m en had done. H e was prudent, 
shrew d and original, and gradually becam e 
a heavy im p o rter; but ho was 45 years old 
w hen he becam e able to put un the first of 
Hie two great stores in w hich he afterw ard 
transacted his business. 
H enry Clews is an exam ple. He spent his 
early m anhood as a clerk, and when the 
w ar nroke out and found him a broker iii a 
sm all way lie began to m ake money. Ho 
aud his partner. Mr. Liverm ore, who retired 


The B est U se of Clover* 
No m atter w hat is done w ith it, the grow­ 
ing of clover can hardly fail to be beneficial 
to the farm . Those who sow clover seed 
liherallv can hardly fail to find it profitable. 
Eyen w hen the field is to be ploughed next 
spring, w hat grow th the plant will m ake in 
a single season will pay the cost of the seed 
and putting it en. We have more than once 
seen clover in blossom before frost out it 
from an early spring seeding, and with 
foliage enough to m ake a ton of hay per 
acre, and that. of tho best quality for cows 
or sheep. Tins from seed th a t’cost, say, 
81.50 per acre is a pretty good return for a 
crop th a t only costs tho labor of harvesting 
it. The roots of such a <to p are tho cheap 
est m anure th a t the farm er can get. 
But there is no further expense except the 
use of the land, if the clover is allowed to 
grow the second season. In this tim e two 
crops m aybe cut, tho first for hay. and the 
second for seed.

He 
was past 40 w hen his bank account show ed 
him th a t he could afford to take tho world 
m ore easily. 
He is a m illionnaire now. 
[Levi P. M ortou is about 03 years old. 
Twenty-five years ago, w hen he was 38 or 
BO, he founded his banking-house. 
H e 
was 51 when his w ealth enabled him to 
devote a 
p art of his tim e 
to public 
life. His great stroke w as m ade w hen 
be established his London house in 1808, 
and soon afterw ard w ent into th e syndicate 
for funding the U nited States debt. He was 
past 43 them 
Charles Crocker was past 40 
w hen he began to be a m illionnaire. E d­ 
w ard F. Jones, the rich scale m aker, and 
L ieutenant Governor of this State, was 
born in 1828. He began his business career 
a t the close of the war, and was long oast 
40 w hen he becam e rich. 
H enry B. C ourt­ 
ney, the m arble m illionnaire, now dead, 
started w ith 850 in 1853, w hen 33 yearsold. 
H e was beyond m iddle life w hen he got his 
pile. 
John B. Slawson, the car fare box in­ 
ventor, was 25 years old w hen he w ent to 
New 
Orleans in 1840 from this State. 
T here he slowly m ade his way upw ard. 
B ut for the w ar he would have pushed his 
invention a t 4t> years of age. but he had to 
w ait, and he was past 50 when his big 
money began to pour in 
His friend Ste­ 
phenson, th e horse car builder, also a mil- 
lionnaire. had to w ait for m iddle a te to get 
great riches. 
So did the elder B ennett of 
the H erald, so did th e Hon. Oswald Otten- 
dorfer, and so did the late M arshall O. Rob 
orts. 
Jay G ould’s early life was a failure, bu t 
tlxis phase of it was very short. He was 
born in 1831, and w ent into speculating in 
railroad stocks in 1850, w hen he was only 
28 years old. He was very successful, and 
m ade use of th e war, w hen it broke out, to 
give large returns on sm all or shrew d spec­ 
ulations. His fortieth year found him , in his 
present opinion, only starting in life, but th e 
world already knew him as a m aster m oney 
m aker, for he had been more th an three 
years president of tho Erie Railroad, and 
his associate, Fisk, had startled Am erica 
w ith bis share of the partnership. 
Sam uel J. Tilden m ade his first consider 
able m oney as a lawyer, bu t he was more 
th an 40 years old before he pu t other aspi­ 
rations aside for tho tim e and be^ran th a t 
devotion to his 
profession 
which 
was 
quickly distinguished by his connection 
w ith the greatest law causes of th e day. 
He was VI when, in 1855. he was deleated 
as a candidate for attorney general of the 
State. After th a t cam e his greatest legal 
trium phs, and after them his still greater 
financial operations. 
The Standard 
Oil fortunes nearly all 
prove the rule. Mr. Rogers m ade his share 
of th a t pile while younger th an 4oyearsoldl 
but 
Messrs. Rockefeller. Starbuck and 
F lagler were beyond th a t age w hey they 
grew rich. In Philadelphia, 
George W. 
Childs is probably an exception. Ho is only 
iii) years old. ami lins been rich m ore than 
20 years, bul John W anam aker only began 
the m aking of his fortune in 1870, when ho 
was 38 year, old, He was nearer 50 th an 
40 w hen ho becam e really rich. He is 51 
years old now. 
A ugustin Daly is 52 years old. Ile was 34 
when be began his braye struggle w ith tho 
d ram atic 
com pany 
th a t is now world 
famous. W ealth did not reach him till he 
was beyond 40. 
The m inistry contains 
num erous exam ples th a t are to the point 
Rev. Dr. John Hall was 38 years old when 
he cam e to Am erica on th e mission th a t 
introduced him here. Ho was 30 when on 
hts return to Europe he received and ac­ 
cepted the flattering offer th a t m ade him 
the recipient of a salary w hich professional 
mon consider the m aking of a fortune. 
The Rev. Dr. Talm age was old w hen ho 
began to feel com fortable; so was Beecher 
so was Dr. 


W hat it is th a t gives life to cock-fighting 
and induces m en to go to groat 
incon­ 
venience and considerable expense to w it 
ness it, m ay oossi bly be understood from a 
short account of just w hat is done a t a 
m ain. The new s accounts of these events 
are usually brief and technical, so th a t 
those only who are lam in ar w ith tho gen­ 
eral subject can thoroughly understand or 
appreciate them . 
To begin w ith, cock-fighting does not in ­ 
volve th e contest of trained anim als, as 
does horse-racing or any form of sport in 
w hich m en m eet each other. It does not 
follow eith er th a t th e birds tak in g part in 
the contest are all cocks. As a m atter 
of fact, in m ost 
m ains 
th e 
m ajority 
are 
bens. 
It is 
not infrequently tho 
case th a t a bird m ay bo put into th e pit who 
has won several victories. His success, how­ 
ever, has not been due to any kind of train ­ 
ing th at his ow ner has been able to give 
him , but rath er to n atu ral agility, pluck 
and strength, w ith possibly a large share of 
good, fortune. It is hardly possible to im ­ 
prove the breed of gam e bi ra j except by in­ 
telligent breeding. Birds who have gone 
through hard battles in a m ain and have 
come out com paratively uninjured, m ay 
letter be used for breeding purposes til an 
or future contests. In at least half of the 
battles of th e cockpit, one or both contest­ 
ants dies In the pit from wounds received, 
and a large percentage of tile rem ainder are 
so cripulea th a t they are m ercifully pu t to 
death bv th eir owners. 
T he fatality of 
tb e m ain, 
as 
rogarda the contestants, 
would alone be sufficient, therefore, to 
preclude tho possibility of term ing it a 
trained sport. 
F u rth er than this. how 
ever, th e lighting is to a certain degree 
artificial. It is no such scrim m age as m ay 
occur any day in any ordinary poultry yard 
betw een tw o jealous cocks, w here a bleed­ 
ing head, tattered com b and a few feathers 
lost is usually tho w orst dam age inflicted 
by the victor. It is plainly the desire of 
sporting m en to see one bird or tho other 
knocked out in tho contest, and to m ake 
certain th a t this will bo tho result, the 
fighters 
are 
provided 
w ith 
artificial 
weapons in tho shape of sharp steel spurs 
or gaffs tig h tly bound to the leg. and all 
feathers about the neck are trim m ed aw ay 
so th a t when a blow lands there it m ay be 
effective. Tbe wings are clipped so th a t a 
cow ardly bird m ay not fly away, and every 
other precaution possible is taken to destroy 
the natural arm or of the bird aud m ake his 
blows effective.

thing.” T hese ragged m em bers of th e p arty 
wero not silent and glum because of any so­ 
cial distinctions th a t were draw n betw een 
the m en present. They were m erely hab it­ 
ual w itnesses of cocking m ains, th e y knew 
th a t there m ust be a long w ait p f several 
hours before the exercises would begin, anil 
they sat there silently w ithout im patience 
and w ithout enthusiasm a t th e prospect of 
w hat they would see.

It was not until J 2 o'clock th a t th e own­ 
ers of the birds arrived, bringing th eir fight­ 
ers w ith them in covered wagons. 
For an 
hour they busied them selves in an upper 
room getting th e pit in readiness 
and 
m aking other preparations. 
Then 
the 
landlord announced th a t everything wsw 
ready, and every m an in tho crowd paid $5 
for the privilege of seeing the battles. They 
w ent in single file up a stairw ay steep and 
narrow, to a low sm all room w ith • single 
window. 
This window was heavily barred 
and curtained to p rev en tth esh o w in g of any 
lightfrom w ithin. Around upon th e walls 
and upon barrels were set ordinary kero­ 
sene lamp*. 
In tho m iddle of th e floor was 
spaco about eight feet square, bounded 
by planks se to n edge. 
T hat was the pit. 
Tiers 
of scats, arranged circus-tashion, 
w ere upon two sides of th e pit, and upon 
the other two sides w’ re the scales and the 
barrels in which the birds were kep t u ntil 
th e tim e when they should fig h t 


Every m an in the room was sm oking. 
T here was no ventilation. It would have 
been uncom fortable crow ding to put 30 
m en there, and there were 60. Everybody 
was cautioned not to indulge iii applause or 
other noisy m anifestations of interest, for 
there was danger th a t the police mav come 
down aud arrest the whole party a t any mo­ 
m ent. 
T here were 20 birds m atched upon each 
side, and iii m atching them those of equal 
w eight were produced. The first cerem ony 
of each b attle consisted in w eighing th e 
birds in tho presence of th e ref el et). A fter 
th at each bird was clipped and gaffed in the 
presence of a friend of the other side. This 
process occupied from IO to 15 m inutes 
on 
each 
occasion, 
and 
th e 
intervals 
between 
battles 
were 
passed 
by 
th e 
spectators 
in 
placing 
th eir 
bets 
aud 
discussing tho features of the last contest. 
A curious phase of cocking m ain etiquette 
is th at no m oney is actually displayed in 
m aking bets. The w ealthiest m an in tho 
room m ight raise his hand and sh ut, “Ten 
on S m ithtow n,'’ m eaning by th at th a t he 
wished to bet $10 th a t tho bird representing 
tho Sm ithtow n coop would win, and if tho 
raggedest m an In the room held up his 
hand and responded by a nod or by saying, 
“I tako you,” the bot was a go. It is not 
know n th a t any one ever failed to pay his 
bet at a cocking m ain. As soon as the light 
has been decided, the m an who has lost 
hunts un th e one w ith whom he has bet and 
pays him his cash, and every one present 
knows th at he can depend absolutely upon 
every other to act honestly iu th e m atter. 


CLIPPING AND GAFFING. 


W ith cock fighting as w ith pugilism one 
of the m ost im portant m atters lo be pro­ 
vided in advance of the contest is a suitable 
location. It is necessary to exercise just 
about as m uch secrecy in pepm oting a cock­ 
ing m ain as in running a prize fight. The 
experience of the w riter in attending 
m ain not long ago m ay be regarded as 
typical of the m odus operandi. For tw o or 
three days in advance he was in c nsian t 
_ m m uuicat on w ith a sporting m an who 
was supposed to have the "tip.” All th a t 
the w riter knew was th a t tho event was to 
take place upon a given evening. On the 
afternoon of that day he received a m yster 
ous m essage requesting him to be at a rail 
road depot at 6 o’clock. 
At tbe appointed rendezvous he m et Ilia 
sporting acquaintance and half a dozen 
others, aud together thev took a train th a t 
carried them into the heart of New Jersey 
W hen they had alighted a t an obscure vil 
Iago, a liverym an was hunted nu aud a 
gloomy ride of several m iles into the conn 
try followed. It was about 8.30 w hen the 
carriages drew up at w hat would bo called 
in the W est a "cross-roads tavern.” It stood 
in the m iddle of a plain and as far as the 
eye could reach in every direction no light 
was visible to indicate th e vicinity of an ­ 
other house. In the barroom and parlor 
were a score or so of m en who had arrived 
before the party from New York, and dur­ 
ing the n ex t three hours others dropped in 
until the wliole party am ounted to about 60,

PLACING BETS. 


A POINT FOB THE REFEKEE. 


T he men who own th e birds and handle 
them in the pit have com paratively little 
to do after a battle once begins. At the be­ 
ginning each kneels in the pit w ith his bird 
ield in his hand in such a Way th a t he can 
peck freely at th e com b of his antagonist. 
This Is done to arouse the anger of tho turds 
aud ensure a speedy fight. W hen the birds 
have become sufficiently excited they are 
placed on th eir feet and th e m en retire to 
th e sides of the pit. A fter th a t th e birds, 
according to m ethods of th eir own, w ith ­ 
out interference from th e m en, except th a t 
a t any m om ent eith er owner has the priv­ 
ilege of pick.rig up hts bird bodily from the 
floor and holding it w hile ho counts IO. 
T his advantage is frequently taken when 
either bird has beeu slightly stunned ny a 
blow,and it rives him som etim e to recover. 
T he end of tho battle comes when one of 
tho birds lies down and dies, or persistently 
runs away from his antagonist. 
In tho fal­ 
ter case tbe decision of th e referee m ay be 
asked to determ ine when a bird bas show n 
a sufficient degree of cow ardice to bo de­ 
clared th e loser. 
On this account it does n ot m atter which 
of the sides at issue won the m ain. Of th e 
40 birds th a t appeared in th e tattles, more 
than 30 were eith er killed in th e pit or by 
tlTeir owners im m ediately after the tight. 
I'he first battle was fought at I o’clock iii 
the m orning, and the last a t <5.30. A fter 
that, 56 men. w ith bloodshot eves and hag­ 
gard faces, were obliged to w alk to th e rail­ 
way station, a distance of several miles, 
w ithout anything to eat, for the landlord’s 
larder had boen cleared out before the b at­ 
tles began, and there was one carriage to be 
obtained, and th a t was utilized bv four m en 
who slipped off w hile the last battle was in 
ologi es'’. No ono of tho weary participants, 
however, was heard to com plain th at he 
had not got the worth of his adm ission fee. 
the m oney th a t he had lost in betting, or 
the tim e ho had spent.

A New P o sta l S u g g estio n . 
[Dr. Leonard tVoolsey Macon, In March Forum,] 
If there is any point on which our postal 
system does not stand in need of im prove­ 
m ent It is in th e cheapness of postage. Our 
newspapers are can led within the county of 
their publication for nothing, and every­ 
where else for next to nothing, and a letter 
of an ounce w eight is transported from any 
point to any Other of our enorm ous area of 
3.600,000 square m iles for the sm allest unit 
et letter postage known in Christendom . 
B ut a far m ore im portant m atter, and one 
wholly neglected, is th a t of postal delivery. 
In other civilized countries the postoffice, 
receiving a letter lrom the w riter, under­ 
takes to deliver it to the person addressed. 
In our own happy land the post office 
receives the letter, and (except in tho case 
of a privileged 20 per cent, of the people! 
undertakes to carry it to w ithin five or IO 
miles of th e person addressed, and keep it 
there till called for. This is the mere bar­ 
barism of postal service, w orthy of the dark 
ages before Rowland Hill. The enormous 
cost and Joss which it involves become ob­ 
vious to any one. on a few m inutes’ reflec­ 
tion! For exam ple: A man living three 
m iles from the post office is anxiously ex­ 
pecting a letter of great im portance, w b id i 
m ay arrive any tim e w ithin a fortnight. He 
goes daily to look for it, and o u tlie sixtli 
day he gets it. T hat letter has cost him 12 
hours of walking, or six hours of travel for 
him self and horse. In other words, tim 
postage on th a t lefter has been virtually 
. 2.02. or more. The governm ent does not 
gel the m oney, but the citizen loses it.

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The class at the Boston Cooking School, 
W ednesday m orning, March 18. was larger 
than usual, and great interest was shown in 
the dem onstration lesson given by Miss Ida 
A. M aynard, assisted by Mrs. Dearborn, in ­ 
cluding braised shoulder of veal, fillets of 
halibut, cream sauce, sauted beets, oysters 
and m acaroni, coffee, blanc mange. 


Braised Veal. 
Remove tho bones and cover w ith cold 
w ater 
and 
sim m er 
I hour. W ipe the 
m eat, season with salt and pepper. Stuff 
and sew or tie into shape. 
Dredge with 
flour. Fry Vi pound salt pork and brown 
Hie m eat in the fat. Then put it into Hie 
pan. Cook I teaspoonlul onion in tim pork 
fat or in 2 tablespoonfuls butter. Add 2 
tablespoonfuls flour, an I pour on slowly I 
(P art hot stock or water. Besson w ith I 
teaspoonful salt, I sail spoonful pepper ana 
I salt spoonful celery salt 
Pour th is over 
the veal. Cover th e pan and cook :i hours, 
basting often, 
Then rem ove the m oat and 
strain the gravy. 
Do not use nice pieces of m eat for brais­ 
ing. 
Tao k in ox beef 
is m uch better 
roasted. 
Tough chicken, an old turkey or a cheap 
piece of m eat is nice braised. 
Braising t« cooking in a gravy, and it 
m akes it tender and juicy. 
For this dem onstration tho shoulder of 
veal was used. It cost but 12' a cents per 
pound, when better m eat would be 20 cents. 
The bones are rem oved a t the m arket, 
j but they should be carefully saved for 
stock. 
W hen one gets used to using stock one 
never has enough, and win dem and all tim 
bonos bought w ith m eat for the purpose of 
m aking stock. 
Put cold w ater on th e bones and a little 
seasoning aud m ake the stock. 
The veal may be baked in an ordinary 
dripping pan if the pan is deep enough to 
cover. 
Brown in pork fat, else it would not he 
brown when done. If yon have plenty of 
fat. cook the onions in the fat; if n o t use 
butter. 
lf this piece of m eat was roasted it would 
be rather tough or gristly, and there would 
be too m uch skin.

JOHN 8. BUSBY, 


During tho next IO years he fought 17 
battles with bare knuckles, w inning 15 and 
losing two. He never trained but once for a 
tight, but in those days m ost of Hie m atches 
were m ade and fought w ithin 24 hours. His 
most im portant battles were fought in 185;t, 
’5+ and ’55. On W hit Monday, 1853, he 
fought Ted Law. then the heavyw eight 
cham pion of N ottingham . Busby weighed 
a little over 11 >8 pounds at the tim e, but lie 
won tile fight. 
Jan. 1,1854. lie defeated 
Charley Padgett, known as th e N ortham pton 
"spider,” alter battling to re • hours. The 
stakes were $25 a side. One year later he 
m et Tom O’Neill at Glasgow in a glove con 
test, points to count, for a purse and the 
cham pionship of Scotland. O’Neill weighed 
200 pounds while Busby tipped the scales 
at 120. Busby won in 15 m inutes. The 
same year he m et H ugh Patch three tim es 
in bare knuckle fights. 
Patch weighed 
lo pounds more than Busby. 
The first 
battle Patcli won on a foul. The second 
one Busby won, and the third was a draw. 
In 1858 he was com pelled to leave home 
ou account of be ug engaged in an election 
row. Hi- went to Birm ingham and obtained 
the position of foreman in tile large m anu­ 
facturing establishm ent of Stone & Shaw. 
At night he visited the public houses,and in 
a slm rt tim e became acquainted w ith tile 
prom inent checker players of tho place. Ho 
took a fancy to Hie gam e, and w ith Hie as­ 
sistance of some of his friends becam e one 
of the leading players of Birm ingham . 
In 1802 M artins, then cham pion checker 
player ot England, visited Birm ingham and 
Busbv formed his acquaintance. M artins 
took such a liking to Busby that, when he 
was about to leave for Loudon to play 
W yiiie a m atch for $.'00 a side, he in­ 
duced Busby togo w ith him. 
The following year Busbv went w ith Mar­ 
tins to Glasgow, w here the latter was to 
play his second m atch w ith Wyiiie. 
The 
next year he again w ent to Glasgow w ith 
M artins to be coach ior him in his third 
m atch w ith Wyiiie. 
Busby bud learned 
considerable about the gam e from M artins 
au d ile challenged anyone in Scotland, ex­ 
ertin g Martins. W yllle and M cKerram, 
lid no one accepted. 
In i860 he played in a big handicap 
checker tournam ent a t Glasgow aud. al­ 
though he had to give tho other contestants 
a start of from one to three games, he won 
first prize. During th at year lie played and 
won several m atches in tile same city. in ­ 
cluding a subscription m atch w ith nam es 
Wyiiie. 
In 1872 he was one of Hie Glasgow team 
th at played against a team from Edinburgh 
for the cham pionship, 
in that, 
m atch 
Busby played against the late Ned Stew art. 
tile cham pion of E dinburgh, but all the 
gam es were drawn. 
In 187-t ho w ent to Nowcastle-on-the- 
Tyne and won several matches. He de­ 
feated Parker in a m arch a t Sunderland, 
aud also won several m atches at Dundee, 
Scotland. 
In tile spring of 1876 he cam e to America 
with M artins, landing in New York. He 
w ent to Philadelphia a few woeks later iii 
search of employm ent. 
Nov. 27, 1876. he 
m et Priest, the cham pion of Pennsylvania, 
in a m atch of 50 gam es for $200 a side. 
Both won 12 games. Sixth m onths later lie 
played a second m atch w ith Priest, at 
W ilm ington. Del., for $200 a side, and 
Priest won four games. 
He then turned his attention to glove con­ 
tests and cam e out victorious in m any hard- 
fought battles at Philadelphia. He also 
gave sparring exhibitions at theatres in 
th at and neighboring cities. 
In the fail of 
3 878 lie cam e to Boston and Hie same year 
lie sparred at Johnny C lark’s exhibition at 
Beethoven Hall. 
From th a t tim e up to 
w ithin a year of his death he took part in 
all the sparring exhibitions given in this 
city. 
Several 
years 
ago 
lie 
macle 
tho 
acquaintance of 
Charles 
Barker, 
who 
is 
now 
cham pion 
checker 
player of America. Busby was such an ex­ 
cellent ana vst th at B arker had bim as 
coach in all his m atches except ins last. 
Busby played several m atches in this city, 
and won nearly all of them . fie was selected 
as one of the team of Boston checker play­ 
ers th at played against Providence in 1883 
and 1884. D uring the m atch Busby was 
not defeated once. 
Iii 1880, when Joe Goss was m atched to 
fight Paddy Ryan for the cham pionship. 
’ Old Bill,” who was a warm friend of Hie 
Englishm an, trained him for Hie battle. 
bor the past few years he has devoted 
his tim e to m aking boxing gloves aud 
sparring at exhibitions, He gained a con­ 
siderable reputation as a glovem aker, and 
at the tim e ot his death was doing a profit­ 
able business. 
Several weeks ago he was taken sick w ith 
yellow jaundice, aud although he was a t­ 
tended by some of tho best physicians in 
the city, lie failed to recover. 
He was 
good-hearted and well liked by all who 
knew him ,

All previous efforts in tho way of large 
photography have been outdone by a P hila­ 
delphia photographer who lias lately been 
at work in this city. Sam ples of his work, 
exhibited in different places here, show tho 
great stride which he has m ade in the en­ 
largem ent of the tdiotographfl: print. Some 
of them are nearly double the size of the 
old 20-inch plate w hich for years has 
been Hie largest size attem pted by m ost 
photographers. It is not m eant to say th a t 
m any larger photographs than those m ade 
by tile new process have not been exhibited 
hoie before, but they have always been 
pieced out by the careful joining of ends 
lapped over each other or cut to m atch on 
the edges.

FISH AND EGGS. 


Correct Principles in Cook* 
ing These. 


One cap cracker crum bs, I teaspoon poul­ 
try dressing, '■* cup m elted butter. Add hot 
w ater to m oisten. 
The stuffing should lie added and then 
th e veal rolled nicely and served neatly. 
When ready to serve pull out the string so 
th a t it tnav not hinder the carver, it will 
not carve ag nicely as bettor pieces. 
Ber veil in this way the m eat is tender and 
delicious. 
F ille t s o f H a iti)u t. 
Fillets of halibut: T hree pounds h alib u t 
cut into thin slices; rem ove skin and cut 
into uarrow strips; cut I onion iuto slices 
and spread over tho fish; season witli salt 
aud pepper and tile juice of half a lem on; 
let it stand a half hour. then rem ove Hie 
onion, dip iii m elted butter, roll up, skewer, 
dredge with flour aud bake 20 m inutes in a 
bot oven. 
Remove Hie skew ers aud serve 
w ith cream sauce. 
Fillets im ply th at no bones are used. Thus 
a fillet of m eat is tile tenderloin aud the 
fillet of chicken tho breast. 
The onion is put in to give a flavor and 
Hie lemon to harden the album en. 
Tile slices of lem on and onion are re 
moved from the fish after it 1ms been set 
away for a half hour. 
Skew er w ith wooden toothpicks. 
This requires a hot oven, us they should 
bo as blown as they can be. 
Garnish w ith slices of hard boiled egg 
and parsley. 
it is no more work than to fry and it is 
more healthful. 
C ream N an ce. 
Melt 3 tablespoonfuls butter, add 3 tab le­ 
spoonfuls flour and pour on slowly I Va cups 
w hite stock, add I slice onion. I slice carrot, 
I uayleaf, I sprig parsley. Sim m er 30 m in­ 
utes; then add I Va cups cream . I teaspoon­ 
ful salt aud saltspootiful pepper; strain. 
Instead of using the stock, cream m ay be 
used, but this is a m uch better sauce; yet, 
tile plain w hite sauce is very good. 
M ake the sauce before the fillets are p ut 
into the oven. 
lf tho sauce is m ade w ith m ilk, p ut th e 
m ilk iuto a doutile boiler, put tho vegetables 
w ith it and let it com e to tile boiling point. 
You cannot cook th e vegetables w ith the 
m ilk lest it should burn down. 
W hite stock is m ade from th e bones from 
Hie ve$L 
The Sauce for the oysters is m ade on the 
sam e principle. 
The bay leaf gives a nice curry-like flavor, 
and is very strong. It preserves its strength 
a long timo. 
Bayleaf th a t is used here grows in Plym ­ 
outh, in our State. 
M ushrooms can be used instead of th e 
bay leaf, ole. 
O y ster* a u d M a ca r o n i. 
Cook */k cud of m acaroni u ntil tender. 
Drain and pour cold w ater through i t Melt 
I tablespoonful butter, add I tablespoonful 
flour and pour on slowly I Va cups hot m ilk ; 
add I teaspoonful salt and I saltspoonful 
pepper. Put a layer of m acaroni iuto a bak­ 
ing dish, then a layer o oysters and sauce; 
repeat. 
Cover w ith buttered crum bs and 
bake 20 m inutes in a hot oven. 
One pint of oysters is used for this quan­ 
tity. 
As the w ater boils aw ay very fast, a good 
deal of w ater m ust be put on a t first. 
Melt about a quarter of a cup of butter. 
W hen the m acaroni cuts very easily it is 
done. 
Pour cold w ater over it to harden the 
starch on the outside aud keep it from stick­ 
ing together. 
Macaroni is very nutritious. It is m ade 
out of flour, a bettor quality than we use for 
bread, in th at it has m ore gluten in it, not 
sifted out. 
Most people prefer spaghetti to m acaroni. 
M auled H eel*. 
Boil a boot. Peel and cut into slices. Melt 
a little b atter, add salt and pepper. P u t in 
the slices of beet aud cook a few m inutes. 
Add vinegar and serve. M elt tho butter in 
spider, cu t the beet iii thin shoos, salt aud 
pepper and then fry. This is very nice. 
C o ffee m a n e M a n g e . 
Soak Vi box gelatine in Va cup cold w ater 
till soft; add t cup hot strong coffee and I 
cup sugar; strain; stir in ice until thick, 
then add I pint cream , w hipped. Serve 
plain or w ith cream . 
A heaping tablespoonful and p art of an­ 
other of coffee was required to m ake this 
Quantity. 
It takes a little more th an a cup full to 
filter through and m ake a cup full w hen 
filtered. 
The gelatine is dissolved in the coffee. 
The cream used should be th in cream , yet 
not too thin, for it is then apt to have large 
bubbles. 
The thick cream is thickest if kept for 
several days. 
H ie whipped cream is only good for char­ 
lotte russe and for m aking these cream s. 
Boat thick cream w ith a Dover egg 
beater. 
Iii w hipping thin cream tip th e whip 
churn so as to allow the air to enter. 
In whipping cream it is well to stir down 
tho first froth. 
This is just the sam e as coffee jelly, only 
nicer. In coffee jelly, however, the cream 
is added in serving, and here it is com­ 
pounded w ith the blanc m ange. 
lf desired the blanc m ange m ay be served 
w ith whipped creams. 
W hen whipped cream is used it is often 
necessary to add more milk. 
The m ould m ay be lined w ith lady lingers 
if desired. 
Stir on the ice until cold or in cold day 
put out of the window to cool. 
Stir It away from the edge* or it will not 
look as well, though it will taste as well. 
Tile next lesson occurs M arch 20, and In­ 
cludes m utton duck, fish croquettes. Scotch 
eggs, rice fritters, sauce, escalloped corn 
and tom ato, apple compote.

How to Tell Haddofk from Cod and a 


Fresh Fish from a Stale One. 


Best Way of Boiling Eggs- Spanish 


Eggs and Puffy Omelet 


"W e are to talk th is m orning about th a 
cooking of fish and eggs.” said Mrs. G reen* 
at her lecture in th e Y. W. C. A. School of 
Dom estic Economy, T hursday. 
"T hese are fruitfnl topics for an h o u r't 
talk , and we cannot expect to do m uch w ith 
them . But we will talk first about cooking 
fish, and say as m uch as we can. 
Here is a cod. 
We know it is a cod and 
not a haddock, because it has w hite lines 
down the side and a little ‘'barbule” undei 
the chin 
A haddock has dark lines down 
the side. A cod is better to bake, because ii 
has large, finn flakes. Salm on and bluefish 
have the oil of the fish all through th e body, 
aud in the cod the oil is all in th e liver. 
To distinguish a fresh from a stale fish. 
exam ine the eyes, which should be firm an d 
projecting, not sunken. The fins and tail 
should be firm and not feel flabby, and th e 
flesh should be elastric and spring back 
quickly when pressed by the finger. 
Fhe fish to be naked should com e horn* 
whole, w th bead. eves, tins and tail all on. 
I Tile fish should lie well scaled. 
Clean by 
wiping with a w et cloth. Mu t w ith stuffing 
| m ade as directed below. Bow up over and 
over w ith coarse thread. Leave an end of 
i th e thread out, 
long 
en- ugh 
to 
gel 
I hold of w hen th e tmh 
is 
cooked, to 
! pull out the whole. 
Cut four or five 
deep gashes in Hie sides of the fish. Skew ei 
w ith long skewers, tying if necessary, into 
i Hie shape of a le r te r s . Put strips of pork 
I into these gashes. S prinkle the fish w ith 
I flour, 
salt 
and 
pe per. 
Lay 
on 
a 
I "fish sheet,” a sm all 
piece 
of 
sheet- 
iron 
w ith 
handles 
a t 
tfie 
ends 
I to lift out by. I.ay some nieces of pork on 
I tho tin. aud while the fish is being l aked. 
I baste often w ith fat which com es from th e 
I fat on the tin and in the fish. 
A six-pound fish should bake one hour and 
be basted often. 
Mttifflnir to r B a k e d F i s h , 
T ake one cup of cra( ker crum bs, one salt- 
spoon of salt, one teaspoonful of chopped 
onion, one of 
chopped parsley, one 
of 
chopped capers and one of pickles. Moisten 
the above w ith one-fourth of a cap of 
m elted butter. This m akes a dry, crum bly 
stuff Ilg. 
If a moist stuffing is desired, use stale 
bread crum bs, aud m oisten w ith an egg am i 
the butter. 
O y s t e r S t u f f i n g f o r F|«il». 
One p int oysters, one cup of b u ttered m ilk 
and Reasoned cracker crum bs; drain the 
oysters, roll them in cracker crum bs and 
till th e fish. 
H o lla n d a is e N a n c e , 
(For baked or boiled fish). Rub one-half 
cup b u tter to a cream . Add yolks of two 
eggs, one at a tim e, beating well as they are 
added. Add juice of one-half a lem on and 
a salt spoon of salt (or less dependent on tbs 
saltness of th e butter), a 
fou rth of a 
salt 
spoonful 
of cayenne 
pepper, and 
half a cup of boiling w ater. S et in a bowl 
of boiling water, and cook till it thickens 
like a boiled custard. Pour this H ollandaise 
sauce around the fish in the platter. G ar­ 
nish w ith parsley and slices of lem on; 
potato balls cooked In salted boiling w ater 
m ake a good garnish also for baked fish. 
( l o l l e d F i s h . 
This Is th e m ost insipid w ay of cooking 
fish, b u t a good wav in w hich to cook thick 
parts of salm on, halibut, etc. 
T he tim e 
given for cooking fish by boiling is usually 
too short. A th ick piece of fish, w eighing 
six pounds or so, should cook for an hour. 
lf fish lacks in flavor rub all over w ith 
vinegar and boti some sw eet herbs in the 
water. 
Pin th e fish firm ly in a w hite cloth, and 
salt th e water, a teaspoonful to a q u art, 
adding also a tablespoonful of vinegar or 
lemon juice to a qu art of water. Be careful 
to rem ove from tho cloth w ithout breaking. 
G arnish and serve as are baked fish. 
A fish kettle with a drainer is a good 
thing, but fish m ay be cooked nicely w ith ­ 
out it. 
F r i e d F i s h . 


See th at the slices are cut across th e body, 
if pieces of a large fish are used. 
Wipe dry. 
Egg and crum b, as for othor fried articles. 
Fry iu deep fat. w hich m ust be sm oking 
hot. using a frying basket. Bet it back a 
little after th e first, and cook for hva 
m inutes. 
Sm all or pan fish should alw ays be fried 
in deep tat. 
Fish fried In th is way wilt be dry and 
brown, aud a f a r different tiling from fish 
which has been fried in a fry pan w ith a 
little fat, first on one side ami then turned 
over aud fried on tho other, leaving tin 
first side to cool and absorb the fat. 
M ackerel should be broiled as described 
in th e lesson on broiling. 
C o o k in g K egs. 
Eggs should be cooked sim ply. T he best 
way to boil eggs is to out them iii boiling 
w ater and then set them back on th e stove 
w here they will not boil, lettin g them .sim­ 
m er for eight or ten m inutes. T his m akes 
the album en a soft jelly throughout, and 
th e whole is good in flavor aud easily di­ 
gested. 
T he sam e effect will be gained by p utting 
tho egg iuto cold w ater aud lettin g it come 
gradually to tho boiling point, then rem ov­ 
ing instantly. 
N p n t il t h K egs- 
Cook a cup of rice nicely, bv p uttin g It into 
th ree quarts of boiling .salted w ater, after 
w ashing, and keep it boiling very rapidly. 
T hirty m inutes is a safo rule, though th e 
tim o needed will depend on age of rice. It 
is “done” when a kernel m ay bo rubbed 
quite away between the thum b and finger. 
Remove, drain oft every bit of w ater, put in 
a colander and let cold w ater run through 
it. Spread Hie rice over a p latter evenly, 
and scatter some bits of butter over th e rt< e. 
Drop six eggs, and serve ou tho w arm b u t­ 
tered rice. To drop eggs. break carefully 
into a cud. slide out into w ater, sim m ering 
hot, and rem ove w hen done from th e w ater 
by a skim m er. Some use muffin rings in 
which to cook dropped eggs aud keep them 
in place, 
P u f f y O m e l e t . 
Separate tho w hites from th e yolks a t 
th ree eggs. Beat w hites to a stiff froth, so 
th at they will not fall out w hen bowl is 
turned upside down. Do not hold the beater 
in one place, but m ove it about in th e bowl. 
B eat th e yolks till thev are lig h t colored 
and 
thick. 
Add to the yolks 
a salt- 
spoon 
of 
salt, 
h alf 
a 
saltspoon 
of 
pepper, and two tablespoonfuls of m ilk. 
M ix together and add to the stiff w hites, 
cuttin g aud fum ing together rath er th an 
stirring. 
B utter th e pan w ith a teaspoonful of b at­ 
ter, being careful to rub the b u tter around 
th e sides as well as over th e bottom . Spread 
evenly over the pan. aud cook till brow n 
beneath. P ut in th e oven to dry it th ro u g h 
for a m inute, then fold over an d serve. 
G arnish with parsley. 
A ham om elet, m ushroom om elet, jelly 
om elet, etc., is m ade as above. T hen ju st 
before folding over, add th e substance to be 
introduced into the om elet w hich m ust be 
prepared, seasoned, and w arm ed, if neces­ 
sary. 
Scram bled eggs have b u tter, pepper and 
salt, but no m ilk in their aom positiou: 
poached eggs have m ilk added in th e pro­ 
portion of one tablespoonful of m ilk to each 
egg.

The constant 
education of public sentiment on this ques­ 
tion. and the consequent raising of the per­ 
sonal temperance standard of the people, 
will have practically abolished this trouble­ 
some evil of our day. 
The labor and temperance problems being 
thus solved, anarchism and communism 
will only bo remembered as the historical 
incidents of an imperfect and undeveloped 
civilization. 
There will probably be a great advance 
in the treatm ent of the criminal classes. 
Instead of making the criminal, as society 
frequently does now, it will endeavor to 
change him into a good citizen. The aim 
will be reformation rather than punish­ 
m ent 
In 1989 the national flag will probably 
possess GO stars. Of courso Canada will 
then have been for some time an integral 
part of the great Federal Union. 
It is 
quite probable, too, that Mexico and the 
West Indies will send representatives to 
Congress, and vote 
for 
the 
president 
that will be elected loo years after Presi­ 
dent H a r r is o n . Perhaps Senator I n g a l l s ' 
dream of continental empire will have been 
realized, and this chief magistrate will pre­ 
side over the destinies of a country that 
will extend from the Arctic ocean to the 
Isthmus of Panama. Possibly. too, a recent 
prediction of T he G lo iju will be fulfilled 
and this president will be a woman. 
These are some of the things that are 
likely to occur in the century that in a few 
years Dow will begin. It is the part of each 
good citizen of the present day to do what 
he may to basten them.

Benjamin H arrison enters upon his ad­ 
ministration with the volcanic slavery ques­ 
tion settled forever; and if he rules wisely, 
before the close of Ins term the last vestige 
of sectionalism should be buried beyond all 
resurrection.

A 
aden e which knows so learnedly just what 
is the m atter with me, and yet cannot 
promise to cure me. after an experience of 
4000 years, is not sufficiently exact for my 
purposes.” 
Said the celebrated Dr. A b e r c r o m b ie : 
Since first cultivated as a science, medicine is 
taught, with the highest degree of uncertainty. We 
•annot properly be said to act upon experience, as 
we do in other branches of science. 
Sir A s tlf .y C o o p e r, the famous surgeon, 
in a lecture before the students of Guy’s 
Hospital, said: 
Hie art of medicine Is founded on conjecture and 
improved by murder. 
Dr. H o ffm a n , the most celebrated phy­ 
sician of the last century, Wiota: 
As regards most medicines the physician is de­ 
ceived, as their true properties are quite unknown, 
mid we know of no general law of Nature for their 
remedial employment In discase. 
Our own Dr, O l iv e r W e n d e l l H o lm es 
wrote: 
If all drugs were cast into the sea, it would be so 
much the better for men and so much the worse for 
the fish. 
The most damaging testimonies against 
medicine as an exact, reliable Bcienie all 
come from its own leading lights, and many 
more could be cited, We do not refer to 
these matters wishing to disparage medi­ 
cine, or reflect upon the profession, 
but 
the question arises with a great mass of 
the public,whether a "science.” admitted by 
its greatest professors to be so uncertain, 
should he permitted to drive all other 
methods of healing from the field, even 
where they are utterly harmless, though 
they accomplish no good. 
Shall the patient himself be judge of 
whether he is benefited by one whom he 
chooses to callto his couch, or shall a com­ 
pany of farmers, lawyers antipolitical mis­ 
cellany on Beacon Hill decide for him? 


THE DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 
We cannot think that there is as much 
popular ignorance concerning the city of 
Washington as the writer of the following 
letter believes, but nevertheless he asks 
questions that are worth a reply: 
To the Editor of The Globe: 
Can you tell me or the people who read Tux 
Globe wily the people of Washington don’t have 
any voice iii election!, or, lf they do, where the vote 
is counted? Please tell all you have room to spare 
for. I cannot find one who can tell anything about 
it, only some say they have a vote and some say they 
do not. I mean the people who Claim a residence in 
Washington. How is the government of the city 
carried on? Do they have any mayor or congress 
men? 
* * * 
Stoughton. March 9. 
The people who reside permanently in 
Washington cannot vote, either for presi­ 
dent or for any other public officer. They 
nave no mayor, no aldermen, no legislative 
representatives, no congressman. The city 
is 
governed 
by 
three 
commissioners, 
who 
are 
appointed 
by 
the 
Presi­ 
dent 
of 
the 
United 
States. 
This 
is true of the whole District of Colum­ 
bia, which includes, besides Washington, 
Georgetown and some small villages. The 
District of Columbia ha3 a supreme court 
and a police court, and the judges, as well 
as ail other District officers, are appointed 
by the President, either directly or through 
the three commissioners. 
The reason the people of the District of 
Columbia have no right to vote for presi­ 
dent, and no right to representation in Con­ 
gress, is that this is a union of sovereign 
States, and citizens of States only can vote. 
The District of Columbia is not a State, and 
is not included in any State. 
When the government was established it 
was thought best to give it exclusive con­ 
trol over the capital city, and accordingly 
this clause was inserted in tho Constitu 
non: 
The Congress shall have power . . . . to ex­ 
ercise exclusive legislation lo all cases whatsoever 
over such district (not exceeding leu miles square) 
as may by cession of particular States, and tire ac 
ceptat.ee of Congress, become the seat of the 
government of th United States. 
Under this clause the States of Maryland 
and Virginia gave to the government the 
land (ten miles square) which is now tne 
District of Columbia, with all rights of sov­ 
ereignty over it. 
Strictly speaking, the 
sovereign powers of the United States gov- 
woman’s suffrage will be an established 
fact long before the expiration of IOO ; ears. eminent are confined to this little district 
The m'xir question, at least in its pre em , and the territories.

THE COLLEGE BOYS NOT SO BAD. 
We hear so much about the wild pranks 
of college boys, and their patronage of 
various 
kinds 
of sinful pursuits, that 
doubtless many have come to suspect that 
the good old God-fearing ways of the fath­ 
ers liavo virtually gone out of them as a 
class. 
But, according to the statements of the 
Christian at Work, the colleges never had 
so many professing church members in 
them as at present. In 1795 Yale College 
bad but four or five students who were 
church m em bers; today nearly one half 
hold such membership. Princeton in 1813 
hsd but two or three professing Christians; 
now one-half of the students are members 
of churches, and among them are num­ 
bered the best scholars. 
In Williams Col­ 
lege, 147 out of 248, and in Amherst, 233 
out of 352, are members of churches. 
This canvass, made by Dr. H o d g e , will 
he a surprise to some people who have 
beard little of collegians but tho wild side 
of them. It. only shows that there is a good 
side to every cla-s if we will but seek for it. 
I ho small percentage of church members 
in olden times is doubtless accounted for 
by the severity and cheerlessness of by­ 
gone Puritan 
orthodoxy. 
In 
becoming 
broad, catholic and social, the churches 
have added the virtue of hospitality to the 
graces of piety, and enjoy a better member­ 
ship today than ever before, in spite of all 
the inroads of unbelief. 


THE FARMERS AND THEIR CIDER. 
The president of the 
"constitutional 
amendment campaign committee” sends ut 
the following explanation of the circular 
which wrongly quoted the amendment, in 
a way to make it much less obnoxious to 
the fanners than it really is: 
To the Editor of The Globe: 
My attention has just teen called to an editorial 
in your issue of March 12, in which this committee 
is charged inferentially with the purpose of deceiv­ 
ing the public in issuing an address to the voters, 
which you were kind enough to very courteously 
qualify by a reference to my previous honorable ser­ 
vice In campaign work. In reply I deaire to say 
very briefly! 
That yon are right In assuming that possibly this 
error in the printing of the amendment was Issued 
without attempt to deceive. The error in question 
appeared only in a portion of the first issues, and 
was promptly corrected as soon as discovered. The 
accompanying documents we tend you with this 
letter will verify this statement. 
But you are wrong both in your reference to any 
purpose of ours in interpreting the amendment with 
intent to mislead the farmers of the State, and also 
as to the proper construction to be put upon the 
amendment. We have in no sense attempted to 
mislead the farmers of Massachusetts upon the 
cider question, ae it is involved In this amendment. 
We have simply made a statement as to what we 
consider Is the proper construction to be put on 
the amendment, aud which statement is: 
That the amendment does not interfere with the 
making of cid* i by farmers, or any one else, for 
their own use, or the sale or it when first made, as 
sweet cider.” 
We have staled this upon what appeared to us to 
he good authority, namely: The legal opinion of a 
number of eminent lawyers of the Slate, Including 
the attorney general of the Commonwealth, and ex- 
Governor Loan, which opinion in full will be pub­ 
lished for general information at once, and which, 
we trust, you will do us the courtesy to see is printed 
in your columns. 
Will you kindly do this committee the favor of 
giving this answer to your editorial as wide a pub­ 
licity as possible, and greatly oblige.

We are glad to be assured that our confi­ 
dence in Colonel H a s k e l l ’s honorable in­ 
tentions was well deserved, but we venture 
to advise him to kill a few proof-readers 
before they make any more such mistakes, 
Concerning the statem ent which the com­ 
mittee is making to the farmers, "That the 
amendment does not interfere with the 
making of cider by farmers, or any one 
else. for their own use, or the sale of it 
when first made, as sweet cider,” we take 
direct issue with Colonel H a s k e l l and the 
rest of the Prohibitionists.

FOR 
MAN’S 
ENFRANCHISEMENT.” 
Wherever there exists a struggle for freer govern­ 
ment and for mau'a enfranchisement, there will be 
found Ute aid aud sympathy of the people of the 
United States. 
T hat is what G r o v e r C l e v e l a n d said 
last Saturday evening, speaking to the 
Friendly Sons of St. Patrick at their ban­ 
quet at DELMONICO*!*. 
Those are good words, and they give the 
true reason for the sympathy which almost 
all Americans feel for Ireland. Wherever, 
be it in Ireland, or England, or France, or 
Russia, or Cuba, there exists a struggle for 
freer government, there are the sympathies 
of the American people. 
But hero is a serious reflection: What 
American could suppose that the sympathy 
of the American people would actually in­ 
jure and retard the cause w ith which they 
sympathize? And, on the other hand, would 
it not be most ungenerous for us to permit 
the sympathy of a foreign people to injure 
and retard a similar struggle on this side of 
the water? 
A few months ago there was in this coun­ 
try, and it is not ended yet, a struggle for 
freer government—for greater freedom from 
the tyrannous restraint of commerce. In 
that struggle Mr, C l e v e l a n d stood as the 
champion of freedom against monopoly. 
He 
had the sympathy 
of a certain 
portion of the 
English 
people—among 
them so good a friend of both America and 
Ireland as Mr. G l a d s t o n e —but instead of 
helping him and the cause he represented, 
that sympathy was used to the disadvantage 
of both. It was, indeed, the chief stock-in 
trade of a great political party. Many en­ 
lightened 
Englishmen 
like Mr. 
G la d ­ 
s t o n e 
sympathized 
with 
Mr. C le v e ­ 
l a n d 
and 
the 
Democratic 
party 
in 
their fight for greater freedom; therefore 
Mr. C l e v e l a n d and the Democratic party 
ought to be defeated. It is certain that this 
had a great effect; not among Irish-Amen- 
cans only or chiefly, but among many un 
thinking native Americans, who could not 
see how any good could come out of Eng 
land any more than the ancient Jews could 
see how any good could come out of Naz­ 
areth. 
This is ail wrong. The Amer'can people 


who so cordially sympathize, as Mr. Cleve­ 


l a n d said, in every struggle for freer gov­ 
ernment. should cordially welcome foreign 
sympathy for freer government in this 
country. The struggle for freer government 
which went on in this country last fall was 
not as desperate or vital as that in which Ire­ 
land is engaged, but such as it was, there was 
no proper reason why the sympathy of the 
Gladstonian Liberals and their newspapers 
should have had an injurious effect on Mr. 
C l e v e l a n d ’s chances. 
Freedom is free­ 
dom, and it is the same in every country in 
the world. As we extend our national sym­ 
pathy to the Gladstonian Liberals in tlieir 
work for home rule, why should we not 
welcome their sympathy, also, in our work 
for tariff reform? 


HEAVY-HEARTED MAN.

There would be some consolation in the 
latter theory were it not the fact that a 
woman’s heart beats 80 times while a m an’s 
is beating 72, so that what the man gains in 
solidity is more than made up by the 
woman’s quicker pace. 
We guess it’s all right, anyway. 


PROHIBITION AND SOCIALISM. 


The principle of prohibition involves the 
principle of socialism. Prohibitionists are 
socialists, w hether they know it or not. 
The quality in state socialism which 
makes it unsuited to American in s titu te s 
and American habits is its coercive quality. 
The typical American is essentially an in­ 
dividualist. 
As a general thing ho asks 
only to be let alone, to manage his own 
business, his own household, his own habits 
and Ins own stomach in his own way. This 
is personal liberty, andhe values itaboveall 
things. 
The ideal of state socialism is noble 
enough, but its methods are utterly repug­ 
nant to all ideas of personal freedom. It is 
tho same with prohibition. 
The object 
aimed at by Prohibitionists is noble so far 
as it consists of universal temperance, and 
well enough even when it contemplates uni­ 
versal total abstinence. But in its coercive 
methods it invades personal rights which 
are of far more consequence than tho evil it 
seeks to destroy. 
The strongest objection to socialism and 
prohibition is that they proceed by tho 
method of external authority. Thoy repre­ 
sent the State as a benevolent but stern 
parent, and the citizen as a child, to be 
compelled to do what the parent deems 
best for him. whether he likes it or not. 
But this is the opposite of the true concep­ 
tion of the State, which regards it as 
the offspring of the citizens. There are 
large numbers of men, we are inclined to 
think a large majority of the population, 
who resent, and very properly any inter­ 
ference in their private affairs so long as 
they do not encroach upon the rights of oth­ 
ers. 
And prohibition contemplates one 
of the most offensive of all interferences; 
namely, 
with 
every 
citizen's 
diet. 
Nothing 
in 
state 
socialism 
can 
go 
further 
than 
this 
in 
the 
way of destroying individual freedom. And 
if this entering wedge is to bo admitted it 
is not easy to see why almost the whole so­ 
cialistic programme should not be adopted; 
not only State control of railroads and tele­ 
graphs—that would not be so bad—but State 
control of every citizen's clothes, house­ 
keeping and church going. 
The trouble with all these schemes of re­ 
form which depend upon legal compulsion, 
supposing they could be made to work, is 
that they tend to destroy the virtues of self- 
reliance. Temperance is not a virtue if it is 
compulsory. And tho very fact that the State 
.-Tens in forcibly to prevent even the abuse 
of one of heaven’s good gifts undermines 
the dignity and strength of character 
which alone can enable men to resist tempt­ 
ation. Men are not children, aud it is de­ 
moralizing to them to throw upon tho laws 
of the State the moral responsibility which 
should rest upon each individual’s will and 
conscience.

Tho ladies wear very low-necked dresses, 
short sleeves and enormous hoop-supported 
skirts, bellying out at the floor, to an enor­ 
mous aud ridiculous extent. Mrs. Lincoln’s 
dress is, apparently, white silk, with an 
overdress that comes two-thirds down of 
the same material, marked by t%vo broad 
linos of ribbon, ending in enormous bows 
with floating ends.

All the others of historic note, worthy, 
faithful in their day and generation, long 
since joined the great majority beyond the 
limit ot mundane intelligence. 
What a sad face Lincoln had I 
Having seen him in his home when he 
was happy, go^d-natured and jolly: having 
travelled with him during a period of ex­ 
citement: having seen much of him in the 
early days of his presidency, and having 
been not far away from him in th© last 
month of his great endeavors, I try in vain 
to recall a moment when that weird, inter­ 
esting expression was absent from his face. 
It was a strange experience his wife encoun­ 
tered from girlhood on, through triumpas, 
disaster, widowhood and final illness. 
It is so easy for us, looking back, to criti­ 
cise. 
It was very hard for them, looking for­ 
ward, to meet the embarrassments, the dif­ 
ficulties. the dangers, the novel besetments 
of that unprecedented period of the history 
of the world in general, and this nation in 
particular. It would be a trite task to speak 
of Lincoln. Every school boy knows of him. 
but in this central group the face which im ­ 
presses me most of ail is that of Andy John­ 
son, a good man, a great man, a misjudged 
man. Immediately back of them stands a 
conspicuous trio. 


C h a s e , S ta n t o n , G r a n t . 
Grant is pictured as he was in 18C5 with 
full beard, aud in the uniform of the gen­ 
eral of the army. He looks as I best care to 
remember him, before he had settled into 
the solid, stolid, selfish habit which marked 
his last few years. You see at this time lie 
was still a soldier. 
His political honors 
were yet to come. He was slimmer and 
more considerate. 
Tho noxt man, Stanton, I never liked. 
Not but what my personal relations with 
him were very pleasant, but lie was im­ 
perious with every one, and attempted in 
his large-kodisd manner to push along life’s 
highway, without much regard to the dust 
he kicked into other P e o p le ’s faces. One of 
the most thougktful-appearing persons in 
this picture is Sumner. He alands with 
characteristic modesty, yet with character­ 
istic poise, making himself more agreeable 
to one of the ladies in the group than he 
did to ladies in actual life. Like the other 
civilians he weirs a white vest, rather high 
buttoned for dress occasions, but the genial 
look in the eye, the genius lock upon his 
forehead, and the little side curly whisker, 
are all in place, and it is tho Sumner 
as we remember him. 
Phil Sheridan’s 
leonine face looms up between the sturdy 
physiques of Sumner and Meade. 
Al­ 
though I had seen General Meade on parade 
aud in service many a time, he produced 
the greatest, impression upon me at the 
funeral of General Scott 
At that time 
Grant was lieuteuaut-geueral. and witii all 
his staff came on from Washington, or 
wherever, to attend the services at West 
Point, General Meade beiug in command for 
the day. His mount was the finest animal 
in the way of shape, bearing and evident 
breeding I ever saw, aud with it ho made a 
gallant picture. 
No face is more peculiar than that of 
Banks. 
It looms up in this great mass of peculiar 
individuals, striking, and isn’t it strange. 
by the way. that in all the 00,000.000 of 
people in this land resemblances are sofew? 
Duplications are never encountered. 
To 
Ie sure now and then we find a man who 
looks like some other man, and who sug­ 
gests him, but how instantly, as it were, 
the resemblance comes to naught when 
conversation follows and expression adds 
its part to the picture. Take this series of 
groupings.for instance. There are presidents, 
future presidents, secretaries, generals, all 
sorts and conditions of forceful mentality, 
inspired, so far as patriotism goes, with the 
same lofty thoughts, yet no two expressions 
are alike, no two faces convey tho same im­ 
pression. no two bearings are analogous 
even. You, who are familiar with General 
Banks and his physical peculiarities, know 
tho rugged strength of his splendid face 
and head, aud they are well-preserved in 
this historic picture. 
So is the peculiar 
primness and bandboxy leauty of General 
Burnside. 
Many people regarded Burnside as 
a 
coxcomb. 
As a m atter of fact he owed his military 
bearing to his military training. He was a 
good-looking man. he was particular as to 
his dress, he was neat in his person, he was 
finicky, perhaps, in costume. 
One of the 
most interesting groups I recall during Hie 
early days of the war was President Lin­ 
coln. ins long lean figure covered with a 
heavy overcoat, and 


B u r n s id e U r e u e d a la M lllta tr e 
with riding hoots far above his knees, and 
jangling spurs, walking up and down, up 
and down the driveway in front of the White 
Howe. They wore having long and serious 
converse. The President stooped, Burnside 
stood erect The President’s bauds were in 
hi* pockets. Burnside’s were clasped behind 
him. There never was a greater contrast in 
physique, but I doubt if ever there was more 
thorough harmony in mind and heart than 
presented on this occasion. 
At the extreme right stands Kilpatrick, 
the famous cavalry leader. 
Kilpatrick in the saddle, a young, dash 
ing, brilliant officer, was a very different 
man from KilpatncK in politics after the 
war. It is a thousand pities that distinction 
in any line ot life seems to find its normal 
reward later on in the stormy field of poli­ 
tics. 
Grant wasn’t made president by 
reason of his statesmanship, but because he 
was a successful soldier. Scott was nom­ 
inated. 
as 
were 
Taylor 
and 
Jack 
son 
and 
Hancock, 
not 
because 
they 
were supposed to be peculiarly fitted to hold 
the reins of civil government, but because 
they had deserved well of their country in 
other lines of life. When Kilpatrick dis­ 
mounted he went into politics, and he is re­ 
membered by thousands as an unsuccessful 


politician, where be is recalled by a dozen 
as one of the most effective of our leaders 
during the stormy period* of the civil war. 
Immediately in front of Kilpatrick is a 
significant group. 
Seward aud Sherman. 
You remember my telling this story a 
year or two ago. I was standing at the cor­ 
ner of Twenty-third street arid Broadway, 
waiting for a car, with a very bright young 
girl of perhaps 19, aud looking across at the 
bronze statue of Seward said, "T hat’s a 
verv fair likeness of Howard.” She looked 
up and across, and then, in a half doubtful 
way, said,"He had something to do with the 
war. didn’t he?” Well, now. when you re­ 
call the fact that it is 24 years since Seward 
passed through that terrible experience of 
attempted assassination, and that all these 
great men went to their account before th© 
present generation came to tile front, you 
will recognize 
that 
it 
is 
with them 
very 
much 
as 
it 
is 
with 
us 
who 
are older, when we hear people discussing 
the contests of Silas Wright. William Lloyd 
Garrison, tho Adamses, the early days of 
Webster, Clay, Calhoun. 
The younger 
readers of T h e G lo b e doubtless know that 
William HL Seward was secretary of state 
under Lincoln's administration, but they 
very likely don’t know that he was regarded 
by a largo proportion of tho people of the 
North as the intellectual leader of the party 
of progress, of the party which recognized 
the supremacy of a moral law, of the party 
which not only shouted, hut fought for 
freedom. He was governor of the great 
State of New York, he represented this im­ 
perial sovereignty iii the upper chamber of 
Congress, he was one of the earliest anti­ 
slavery agitators, and for generations stood 
firm as a rock. 


R a t t l i n g f o r th e R i g h t 
83 he saw it, determined rn his hostility to 
the enemies of his country. 
Seward, with all his greatness, was a very 
approachable man. 
When Mr. Lincoln was made president, 
and gathered about him his significant 
rivals, thereby smoothing differences and 
healing wounds, W illard’s Hotel in Wash­ 
ington was the headquarters. There was 
then,as novv,a great pressure upon tho pres­ 
ident for office, and a young man named 
Ellsworth, who had attained celebrity as a 
driller 
of 
a 
small 
corps 
of zouaves 
was 
very anxious 
to 
bo made chief 
clerk 
in 
the 
war 
department, 
lie 
failed to get 
that, but 
was 
given a 
commission as colonel in the volunteer 
service, organized a regiment of fire boys in 
this city and marched them to Washington, 
where they were quartered in the Capitol. 
Prior to this, however, when desiring to be 
a clerk in the W ar Department. Ellsworth 
visited Washington, I saw him there, with 
his long hair curling on his shoulders, his 
feet in velvet slippers, walking up and 
down the corridors by the ladies’ parlors 
with Mr. Seward, the tall, lean form of 
the secretary of state bending toward the 
youthful countenance of the enthusiastic 
aspirant for honorable work. It struck me 
thou as peculiar, and I wondered what 
people on tho other side would have thought 
to see this man, whose name and fame re­ 
sounded through the nations, himself chief 
in the cabinet of a new administration, giv­ 
ingtim e and thought and earnest interest to 
a young man, whose sole aim and ambition 
then was to bo made a clerk under a brother 
secretary! 
Sherman stands by Seward. 
Twenty-four years have made a great 
change in Geueral Sherman. He was then 
very imperious, hard-beaded, hard-handed, 
aud not very gracious to anybody. He was 
especially severe toward newspaper men, 
every one of whom had served in just as 
much danger, under just as much fire, with 
quite as many privations as he, and with 
no chance for promotion or pension. Time 
has worked wonders with the old man, who 
now stoops as he walks, and with the gar­ 
rulity of age forgets sometimes that there 
are others in the world besides himself. 
Everybody likes Sherman, however, and 
lie 
likes 
to 
be 
liked. 
He 
is 
in­ 
vited a great deal to public dinner*. He 
is a constant attendant at the theatres of 
the city, wnere, whether it is forgetfulness 
or wilful disregard of proprieties, he often­ 
times annoys his neighbors by audible com­ 
ments upon the people and the play. But 
I am not discussing Sherman as a man or a 
soldier. 
History has done him ample 
justice. 
His place is unquestioned, his 
right to a niche in the temple of fame no 
one should dare to dispute. Dressed in full 
uniform, he stands in this picture by the 
side of the great secretary, rejoicing with 
him. doubtless, in the trium ph of their com­ 
mon cause. 
General Hancock and General Halleck 
stand in odd propinquity. 
Neither liked the other, and I doubt very 
much if in actual experience they ever 
stood any nearer together than was abso­ 
lutely necessary. Hancock w as then in the 
very heyday of manly beauty. His mous­ 
tache and imperial were black as the 
raven’s wing, and his port that of the gal­ 
lant and typical soldier he always was. 
There is no mistaking 
T ile F a c e o f B e n n u t t e r . 
Here he is, not far from that model type 
of a Christian soldier, General Howard, 
looking across a conspicuous portion of the 
grouping, his eye resting finally upon the 
patriarchal countenance and extraordinary 
capillary attraction of Gideon Wells, secre­ 
tary of the navy. 
But this will do. 
You see, of course, it was a picture I had 
to buy. I got it for a song, $20, and I 
wouldn’t sell it if I couldn’t get another 
one. and I presume I couldn’t, for $500. lf 
we could utilize forethought a little we 
would lav up for ourselves, and for those 
who come alter us, much interesting data 
and material of this sort. If, for instance, 
you were to take all the pictures apropos of 
Harrison’s inauguration, with a good clean­ 
cut story of the same, and put it in a scrap- 
book, 
years 
from 
now 
you 
Would 
find 
it 
a very 
interesting 
refresher. 
When Grant died I had gathered any 
quantity of pictures and memorial data, all 
of which were put in a scrap book, and 
today it is one of the most interesting 
features of my table. A year ago we had a 
great blizzard. I got everything about the 
blizzard that I could, and have that in a 
book, aud it is mighty interesting reading. 
As I look about my study I find here the 
face of a dear old friend, there Beecher as a 
young man and Beecher as he was a week 
before 
he died; Horace Greeley. Rose 
Coghian, Monsignor Capel, Nast, the old 
Dutch church, later our post office for many 
years, and now the site of the mag­ 
nificent building of the Mutual Life Insur­ 
ance Company, a bill of the play in Ford’s 
Theatre the night Lincoln was assassinated 
by Booth.and so on. Among the "so on” is a 
picture of the Prince of Wales, given me by 
him in 1860, he a stripling surrounded by 
his suite, aud in that group are the faces of 
the Duke of Newcastle, Earl St. Germain. 
Governor Bruce, Lord Lyons. Major Teas- 
dale. I never pass it without a memory. 
Shortly after Cleveland was inaugurated 
Puck printed an admirable grouping of the 
president and ids cabinet. 
It was worth a 
frame, aud I have It. and it is one of the 
most interesting 
groups in the entire 
room. These little things cost but little at 
tile time, but no amount of money can get 
them for you in years gone by, and so this 
picture for which I paid the inconsiderable 
sum of $20 is a rarity, that, in time will be, 
so to sneak, of value in several lines. I 
have repeatedly urged 
young people to 
keep scrap books,and in these days of cheap 
publications, with pictorial illustrations, so 
constant of events of significance, it is a sin 
and a shame that this inexpensive mode of 
gathering pleasurable, instructive, enter­ 
taining data is not more systematically fol­ 
lowed. 
Not a very interesting letter, is it? 
Well, I can’t help it.

BEAUTY IN OLD AGE. 


A Woman’s Advice to Her 
Sistera 


flow to Rest Body, Improve Mind and 


Obtain Food for Spiritual Need. 


Through the Windows of the Soul Can 


be Seen a Woman’s Life. 


An eminent writer has said: "I am a 
spirit; I have a body.” Arguing from that 
standpoint, this sermon should begin with 
the last-named of the above tex\s, but poor 
human nature being prone to place the 
physical first it becomes necessary to troat 
first tile body. 
In tho life of every woman who reaches 
mature years there comes a time when if 
she wishes to remain attractive (as what 
woman dees not?) she must adopt some 
means 
to 
accomplish 
that 
end. 
For 
that 
purpose 
let 
the 
first command­ 
ment in lier decalogue be—Rest. 
Muscles 
strained by fatigue do not regain their elas­ 
ticity as easily as they did in youth, and 
unless given time in which to recover it 
they refuse to sustain the flesh surrounding 
them, 
the 
form 
becomes 
flabby, the 
face flaccid and heavy. Nature herself, in 
a majority of cases, provide* for this needed 
rest. By the time a woman has reached the 
age of 40 her childre® are well grown and 
out of her hands a large part of each day; 
her husband, if he is ever to gain fortune, 
must he well on the road to it, requiring 
from her less vigorous assistance than in 
their youth, lf she be a woman of sense 
she has learned not to worry very much 
over things, little or large, Paving seen that 
most matters, given tune, adjust them 
selves. 
A woman of leisure who permits herself 
to become greatly fatigued commits a fault 
which is little short of crime. Whatever be 
the occupation it should cease the moment 
she becomes f red, and it should not be re­ 
sumed until she is thoroughly rested. To 
the woman who is busied all morning about 
household tasks, there almost always comes 
a golden hour of quiet when luncheon or 
the mid-day dinner is done. 
Then she 
should, if possible, lie down and go to sleep; 
but there is a large proportion of women 
who cannot sleep in daylight, and to them 
an hour’s wakeful inactivity would be tor­ 
ture. 
For such there are occupations 
almost as restful, for tills hour of repose 
need not lie one of idleness: many a bit of 
fancy work, many a strip *>f knitting or 
yard of crocheting would busy the hands 
and satisfy the heart starved for such em 
ployment during years of making and 
mending. But in whatever form it be 
found, rest is an imperative necessity at 
this time in a woman’s life, if she would 
keep any vestige of attractiveness. 
As regards the care of the skin there is 
not one woman in 500 who would not be 
irked past ail endurance by baths and 
lotions which, rn nine cases out of ten. are 
utterly useless. 
Good digestion aud ex­ 
treme nicety in the care of the skin are the 
only safe and sufficient rules for a good 
complexion. Frequent washings in clear 
water are much better than even an occa­ 
sional use of soap, as witness the premature 
fading of the hand* and neck, where it is 
plentifully applied. 
Experiment with the hair until a becom­ 
ing style be formed, then abide by 
it 
through all changes of fortune aud fashion. 
The gradual fading of the countenance will 
be tar less noticeable if the contour of the 
face and head be a lways the same. Let no 
woman attem pt to brush her hair off her 
forehead unless she have the lovely M artha 
Washington brow; in every other case let 
the growing irregularity in the outline 
of the forehead be concealed bv soft, wav­ 
ing tines of hair, or short loose curls. 
Never strain the hair on two hairpins, and 
then pull the crimped result back from the 
parting. Old-fashioned curl papers give far 
the most natural appearance to tne rmglets 
they produce, but never, never lot the pa­ 
pers beseen. Let that be a second com­ 
mandment in the woman’s decaloguo. 
Resist the first inclination tostoop. "Brace 
up” whenever the shoulders settle in ihe 
least. To place one’s self sidewise before a 
mirror and allow the back to curve forward, 
then gradually to straighten it, will con­ 
vince any one that with every inch that is 
raised lo years seem to be taken from the 
apparent age. 
Do not attem pt to wear youthful-looking 
clothes. Accept a very old maxim—"let 
youself be the youngest object about you." 
It is not well for a woman of 40 years to fol­ 
low the fashion too closely. Having, a* in 
the case of the hair, found a style which is 
becoming, wear it always, with such modifi­ 
cations as seasons and textures require, but 
let it become a part of the personality. 
Lastly, never attem pt to appear a day 
younger than the actual years, aud be will­ 
ing to tell what those are. To be reticent 
regarding one’s age is one of the surest 
ways to make one’* friends imagine it wore 
than it really is. A lady who began at 40 
to announce herself as an “old woman” 
was remonstrated with by her friends for 
what seemed a piece of folly. "Ah,” she 
said, "there’s method in my madness. If I 
call myself old. no one else will do so. I’d 
wear my age on my sleeve if I could.” An 
assumption of youth deceives no one, ana 
only exposes the assumer to ridicule. 
I n t e llig e n c e fo r the M in d . 
While it is true that intelligence cannot 
be acquired in a day or in a year, it is true 
that many a woman, well educated in her 
youth, has lived so busy a life. so crushed it 
may be, by adverse circumstances, that her 
mind has lain dormant, wholly subject to 
physical existence through many year*. To 
such the leisure which naturally comes to 
middle age offers opportunity to retrieve 
this misfortune and to replace the fading 
beauty of the body by the changeless beauty 
of the mind. Let her step out of the rut 
which the years have worn, shake off the 
dust of care for food and raiment, and 
breathe the air of the great whirling world 
in which she half forgot she lived. 
W ealth is not necessary for the cultiva­ 
tion of intelligence. In this blessed age, 
music, art, literature are offered "without 
money and without price” to whomsoever 
will take them. Even to the woman whose 
leisure is yet limited, that golden hour 
just past the noontime, the hour which she 
should claim from all, comes holding a cup 
to be filled with food for the mind. Read 
and select the 
subject carefully. 
is 
now 
too 
short 
(was 
it 
long 
enough?) 
to 
read 
what 
pleases. 
In 
this 
age 
tile 
newspaper 
is tho most important ingredient in the 
mind food of tho world. Road, then, the 
newspapers. Don’t stop at the "Marriages 
and Deaths" ana the dry goods advertise­ 
ments ; shun the records of crime as if they 
held the pestilence. No woman can afford to 
Ilium her sensibilities by familiarity with 
them. But when the newspaper has done 
what it considers its duty to the topics of 
the day it passes a sort of rake through the 
current literature aud bring* within its 
columns articles long and items short, 
poetry, prose, the cream of the wisdom of 
the world, to pour into the c u d which that 
leisure hour holds out to be filled. 
The magazines of each month are the <jy- 
clopudias of the agos; the public libraries 
are mines of gold. Fiction is. perhaps, to­ 
day, the most important as welt as the most 
popular means of communicating thought: 
into the novel the author puts his best ef­ 
forts. doubly hard because they m ast be 
placed in the mouths of characters which 
he creates, instead of being told first-hand: 
therefore, setting aside the question of 
study, for which few women of 40 years, 
hare any taste, there eau hardly be found 
better mind food than a well written novel. 
The little circles for reading which have be­ 
come of late years the fashion are means 
of far greater usefulness than themselves 
suspect. It is not necessary to peruse some 
dry and abstract work, tho last new novel, 
provided, always it Is well-written, will 
furnish a theme just for pleasant discussion. 
A woman who is entering middle age is 
in danger of slipping into a sort of machine 
life, or becoming a social nonentity. To 
avoid this she should urge herself to attend 
fdaces of public amusem ent; she should spur 
lerselfupto the paying of social calls, the 
friendly running iuto a neighbor’* house; 
to all things which tend to the brightening 
of one’s ideas. But, above all, avoid gossip. 
Let that be a third commandment in the 
woman’s decalogue. Gossip makes the face 
grow shrewish, the eyes wizened with curi­ 
osity. Talk about anything iu "heaven or 
earth, or under the earth,” rather than 
about another’s business. And just hero 
comes an opportunity to pour over the brim,

Let a 
woman tost lier neighbor with the result of 
her own thoughts. In nine cases out of ten 
she will be surprised to find their echo, un­ 
expressed, ipthe companion mind also. Site 
exchanges ideas, and conversation reaches 
a constantly higher standard. 
Gradually 
life throws to be a wide and glorious stream, 
llowing on to a wider eternity. Its petty 
affairs ore but bubbles ou its surface, aud

she who looks at it thus. with open eye*, 
glowing with inner intelligence, has upon 
her features a light brighter than ever th* 
sparkling orbs of youth gave her. w hich 
£ lakes one forget if her hair be white aud 
or face faded. 
Itellfrlon f o r t h e S o u l. 
And now comes one of the thousand ful­ 
filments of the Scripture, “The last shall be 
first and the first last.” in that the things of 
the soul should have received the leading 
instead of the latest attention. Unless a 
woman has lived a religious life, 
the 
beauty which that gives can never be at­ 
tained in age. Youth may have tricks of 
feature which conceal emotion, but emo­ 
tions long indulged set their seal upon the 
countenance, and age has no mask to cover 
them. If a woman has lived the life that is 
"hid with Christ in God.” through hor eyes, 
those windows of the soul, that hidden life 
will shine. So she who has fed on evil pas­ 
sions will find them indelibly stamped upon 
her face. 
The late Dr. Holland said: 
"A woman 
without religion is a flower without fra­ 
grance, a flame without heat.” Another 
writer has affirmed that "religion Is a most 
becoming thing in woman.” yet it is mani­ 
fest that to undertake religion for tho sake 
of personal appearance, would be as wicked 
as it Is impossible. But many a woman,

Who has not seen some sweet old lady 
whose gentle look and pleasant smile seems 
to draw toward her all hearts with whom 
she comes in contact, who literally obeys 
the injunction to "rejoice with those whodo 
rejoice, and weep with those who weep,” 
and there is nothing more grateful to he re­ 
ceived. more beautiful to give, nor further 
removed from vulgar curiosity, than til is 
affectionate interest in the sorrows of 
others, manifested by a woman who has 
thus— 
A heart at leisure from itself 
To soothe and sympathize. 
The subject grows too sacred for the pur­ 
pose with which it was undertaken.

Newly Wedded Couples Who 
Had to Climb a Tree.

Many of th e custom s prevalent in some 
parts of Europe during th e m iddle ases are 
sufficiently curious to interest th e m odern 
reader, who dem ands fresh novelties each 
day, 
It is in France th a t we m eet w ith th e 
greater part of these usages, m an v of w hich 
are harm less assertions of the rights of the 
lord of the m anor, w h ile, others are exac­ 
tions odious in them selves and disastrous in 
th eir consequences. 
To this la tte r category belongs the droit 
•de noces. or m aiden rights, a privilege 
.claimed over the new-m ade husband by the 
lord im m ediately after th e wedding cere­ 
m ony. It existed in Scotland, w hen Mal­ 
colm IIL abolished it, in G erm any and 
throughou t 
Europe. 
In 
France th ree 
Tights were claim ed, u n til the droit de 
cuisse was substituted for it. T his gave th e 
lord or his esquire th e rig h t to th ru st his 
leg in the bed. his lance poised in his 
band, the unlucky bridegroom being ex­ 
cluded from th e room. D israeli says some 
Rfcewly m arried couples w ere m ade to pass 
aile w edding n ight in a tree, or in a river. 
O thers com pelled th e bridegroom to appear 
in his draw ers at th e castle, and to plunge 
into a m uddy ditch, or to heat the frog pond 
to keep th e frogs quiet! 
Some couples 
w ere tied naked to a cart, and a furrow 
traced by th eir bodies. O thers had to leap 
‘V ith th eir feet hound over th e horns of 
•tags. 
A nother of these cerem onies, observed in 
several places during th e fifteenth and six­ 
teenth centuries, was called the "quln- 
taine.” N ear Treves all such newly m arried 
couples assem bled on T rinity day, and in 
th e presence of th e lord of the m anor or 
of his 
officers each new husband had 
to 
break 
ail 
elm wood 
lance 
in 
a 
jousting-bout or pay a tine of a quar­ 
ter of oats. 
N ear 
S aum ur 
th e wives 
were also required to bring a chaplet 
of roses as a sign of trib u te or allegiance. 
T hree livres tine was assessed upon the ab­ 
sent couples. Un the sam e day. girls who e 
reputations during th e year had been none 
of the best, w ere obliged to attend at the 
castle. Tlio Lord of Poco had a staff witli 
bis arm s on one end and an iron point on 
th e other. 
W hen the young women were 
pricked w ith th is staff they m ust dance, or 
they would Lie whipped upon th e spot. 
At D iuan. in Upper B rittany, th e quin­ 
tuple was held on E aster Monday. In m any 
other localities of tile same district, tins 
cerem ony was observed, itev en having been 
required of their subjects by the priors of 
monasteries* H ie quiutaine was a wooden 
post placed in tLe ground, which was sur­ 
m ounted by a shield, against which tile 
'Quinsy p e d a n ts rode, sh attering th e spear 
or lance w hile passing. 
In Berry, it was 
placed under tho w indows of the chief 
judge- T he brides of th e year gave a g ar­ 
land of loses to the king’s attorney a n d a 
lunch to the recorder, w hile the tax-farm er 
tarnished tiddlers for ad an ce . An act of 
the Breton Assembly, in 154<;. forbade the 
prior of Livre, in lie et Yilaine, and all 
others having th e-e quintain© rights, to 
cyaini them th e day before Easter. 
At tho B enedictine M onastery of 
St. 
Jj$cut, tile m onks suspended by ropes, a 
p auk, a table, or a barrel partly covered 
w ith clay so as to m ake it no easy task to 
shatter th e spear. 
H ie victor was con­ 
ducted to an island in th e river and placed 
upon a sort of tiirone, to receive tho con­ 
gratulations of his less fortunate fellows. 
A fter a short tim e ho would stand up. and. 
lacing the north, say: “To all the w inds I 
give my teeth ,” when he would receive a 
glass of w ater to drink. He then w ould 
tu rn tow ard the south and repeat tile words: 
A tout lea vents 
Je lin e r mcs dents. 
He would th en receive a glass of excellent 
Bordeaux. Tho sam e verse repeated to­ 
w ard tile east, entitled him to a glass of 
cham pagne, and then, as he turned tow ard 
th e west, a cup of native cider was Drought, 
w hen ho said: "T he good grow th of tho 
laud is alw ays to be desired.” 
F isherm en were required to execute th e 
“carp assault” if they rold fish during Lent, 
c r at all. in some places, T hose m en m ust 
jum p three tim es, bare-legged, into th e 
riv er and spear at tho fish, or they would 
have to pay a fine of 10 sous. At St. Brieue, 
how ever, the fishmonger.-* had to break 
three, lances on E aster Monday against the 
quiiilaine shield. 
In the departm ent of th e L ow er Loire, an 
open pasturage was iii th esev en teen th cen­ 
tury granted for the use of th e inhabitants 
of a certain parish for a fixed rent, and in 
addition a sort of m asquerade or m um m ery 
was required of them on the day of the feast 
of Pentecost. This cerem ony was called 
the Cheval Mallet. T he cheval w asa wooden 
horse, gayly caparisoned and fastened about 
the w aist of a rid e r. Ho was accom panied 
by eight or nine m en arrayed as heralds, 
w ith alum s, tam bourines, etc., w ith whom 
he coursed about a pole erected near the 
church, singing a song. T his was but the 
m orris-men. or Moorish dance, common in 
E ngland, and still danced about C hristm as 
in rem ote places. 
In another part of th e same country, 
France, another custom indicating feudal 
tenure was observed. In two or m ore locali­ 
ties of Lower B rittany this cerem ony was 
exacted as a rig h t by Hie lords of the m anors. 
All tho young men in th e parish over 13 were 
obliged each year to m ake a s rt of wooden 
rose, painting and adorning it with tho arm s 
of the immure, and to select a king am ong 
them , who should choose a queen from 
am ong the young g irls of the parish. They 
were then to m arch in company, attended 
w ith hautboys, drum s, and other in stru ­ 
m ents, to th e castle, and to present to tho 
lord of the m anor th e rose. In one place. 
Ascension day w as chosen for th s cere­ 
m o n y : in another it took place the day be­ 
fore P entecost T he object of this cere­ 
mony. as indeed of to e preceding, seems to 
have been a sim ple affirm ation of th e rights 
c t the leu* a1 lord. 
A curious custom of a sim ilar im port is 
recorded as being observed a t a sm all vil­ 
lage near N antes, during th e seventeenth 
century. Baron de Ret/:, th e feudal lord, 
granted a certain prairie near this village 
to tho Priory of Bt. Blaise, requiring the fol­ 
lowing curious recom pense. "Item : Is duo 
to the said Lord and Lady, Duke and 
Duchess do Ret/., bv th e Prior of St. Blaise’s 
Priory, for a m eadow called the Pre aux 
P ities, tw o rushes, or tw o oundles of 
green rushes, one Ascension 
Day, 
the 
other the Day of Pentecost, which m ust 
he brought to th e chateau ot Maohe- 
coul, carried on th e back of an ass newly 
shod on all four feet, led and conducted by 
lour men. each having a pair of new shoes 
w ith a single now sole, and being placed, 
one at the head, an o th er at the tail, and the 
two others at tho tw o sides, so as to w atch 
th e bundle of lu sh es.” The docum ent fur­ 
th e r says th a t I lie prior shall pay a fine of 
OO sous it Hie ass should slip on the stones 
about the chateau, or sod them w ith excre­ 
m ents, or for each m an who had not single 
soles to hts almes* or for each nail w anting 
in the ass’ shoes. 
I his strange trib u te was afterw ards ex ­ 
acted of another com m unity near by, ana 
the result was a s' rt of race betw een the 
tw o parties to see w hich should first bring 
th e contribution to th e chateau. 
There w as a verv singular custom, if yvo 
m ay believe th e chronicle, connected w ith 
a certain barony rn Anjou. No explanaiion 
is given of the origin of the usage, and we 
arc left equally in doubt as to its m eaning. 
T he lord of a certain chateau w as.it was 
said, bound bo find when Madam th e B ar­ 
oness of M 
was to m ake her appearance 
a t the chateau of M 
. and was obliged lo 
carry her on his shoulders inside her own 
dw elling, receiving as his recom pense her 
riding horse or her pack-horse. 
Som etim es the revenue, derived by the 
feudal lords or by th e church from certain 
CU-tom s or usages, were lost or im perilled 
by very slight things. 
In one locality an 
im age of St. Ko. Ii th a t had been a prolific 
Bource of revenue to th e good prior of the 
m onastery near which it was situated, be­ 
cam e covered witli dust and cobwebs. The 
good priest thought th a t the sim ple peas­ 
ants w ould double th eir donations, if lie 
should renovate the som ew hat dilapidated 
im age. So he gave it a coat of paint and a 
new decoration. But his surprise and dis­ 
gust were great to find th a t exactly the 
opposite to w hat he had expected really 
happened. W hen the sim ple peasants saw 
the gorgeous new im age they said to one 
another: "Now th at he is a gentlem an, d o' 
you th in k th a t he will take a penny, a little 
linen, or two eggs, as he did when he was a 
com m oner?” 
So th eir contributions en­ 
tirely ceased. 
In Upper B rittany, during the sixteenth 
century.the lads aud lassies of the neighbor, 
hood were wont to assem ble during the 
long .w inter even ngs, a t one house, where 
the fem ales engaged in spinning, w hile tho 
young m ea were seated near by, laughing 
and flirting w ith them . As the fair spin­ 
ners m anaged th eir spindles, they took 
good 
care not to let them fall, for in 
such 
ciiso 
tile 
instrum ent 
would 
he 
quickly 
seized 
by 
some 
swain, 
and 
a k is s dem anded as a ransom . Tricks were 
som etim es I layed bv th e lads of one village 
upon some visiting neighbors on such oc­ 
casions. Bunches of thorns were lastened 
a t tile foot of staircases, in such a way as to 


prick tho unw ary youth*, and bundles of 
i brush 
tied 
anoas 
th e 
paths 
leading 
i into 
the village, 
so 
a* 
to 
trip 
the 


I strangers and thereby have the laugh 
against them . 
An old chronicler tells 
i us how such a party hfca their revenge. A 
reel for winding yarn was placed in the road 
I near the village, having on its four corners 
I four hug* torches, W hen the turn cam e tor 
the young people of the village who had 
turned th e laugh against them to visit 
in their turn, a spy was placed to announce 
their approach. 
W hen the 
procession, 
headed by some of the older heads of 
the village, approached, the torches were 
ouicklv lit. and the reel rapidly revolved. 
No sheeted ghost could have produced 
J greater consternation. 
The elders hastily 
turned about and tied incontinently, over­ 
setting in th eir fl gilt m any a m aiden w ith 
her spindle and m any a swain in 
his 
wooden sabots. A rout was the result, and 
the ingenious villagers had their revenge, 
although they lost th eir 'spinning bee.’

W hat are country com forts as you picture 
them to yourself? It is easy enough to 
know its disadvantages—the tlirticulty of 
getting Anywhere, the lack of conveniences 
for personal culture and so on. Its com ­ 
forts are probably fresh air, pure water, 
good cream , fresh eggs, vegetables straight 
from th eir native heath, and so on ad infini­ 
tum . Perhaps you include drives in sum- 
m er, sleigh rides in winter. 
On this farm w here I am there are 50 
cows m ilked tw ee a day. 
liv e m ouths I 
have lived here w ithout once seeing cream . 
in tho city we always had it for breakfast, 
bought it from the m ilkm an. Bure w ater 
we have in abundance* Eggs som etim es 
appear on th e table, usually in the shell. 
I he dishes to be evolved from the opus are 
m ysterious to the country cook. The bill of 
tare is easily w n tteu —m eat and boiled pota- 
t< es for breakfast, same for dinner, bread and 
sauce for supper. Friday sees a variation, 
tor fish takes the place of m eat, 
lh e 
steak is always cu t thin. verv thin, and fried 
till there isn t a drop of juice 
W here are 
the vegetables? In the cellar. The odor of 
turnips steals into my w ar robe aud every­ 
where else in the iiouse. Not a dozen tim es 
have I seen any vegetables but potatoes 
since I have been here. 
Who in the city has 
even a plain dinner w ith no dish n u tm eat 
and potatoes? Of course there is pie. Fie 
is the farm ers’ stan iffy. 
These th a t we 
have here, I am w illing to say, are very good 
ones. 
They are either m ince or apple. 
But you say, “You have tile tresh country 
air.” Yes. there is air in plenty out of doors, 
b ut it does not get into the house. These 
windows do not stand open th a t the whole 
house m ay be purified, therefore it is close 
and som etim es stuffy. Go to breakfast any 
dam p m orning and tile odor from tho cloth­ 
ing of th e m en will take away your appetite 
uuless you are to the m anner born I cannot 
see the propriety of m en com ing iroin their 
barn labors w ithout change of clothing to 
sit at the sam e table w ith a lady who is not 
used to or pleased w ith barnyard odors, lf 
a m an has th e m anners and physical sweet­ 
ness of good society, one need not object to 
him because of ins occupation, but other­ 
wise he is not a pleasant associate a t meals. 
The dom estic wal es in a t the door w ith­ 
out Knocking. She sits at the table, and 
therefore is never in a position to give the 
service th a t a properly conducted m eal re­ 
quires. 
IL she feels so disposed she rings 
the breakfast bell at 6. Those who are not 
ready at th a t tim e sit down later to < old 
cotfee and potatoes. If she feels disposed 
to ring the bell another m orning at 7 or 
after, she does that. Bbe appears to be 
m onarch of all she surveys. 
Perhaps you think this is a particularly 
had household into which my lot has fallen. 
U nite tile contrary. They are rath er rich 
farm ers, having a large stock farm . They 
are educated, take several publications, go 
about a good deal, and have a very nice 
house well furnished. They have an air of 
refinem ent, and are delightful people out­ 
side of these peculiarities. It is a constant 
puzzle to m e how they can live in such a 
way. and if they know no better. If tho 
latter is the case, how can they go about at 
all and not know th a t other people do not 
live in any such fashion? 
Farm ers are, as a rule, well read, but they 
are n ot lairly in tched w ith other m en 
until they adopt the custom s and codes of 
social life. 
There is as m uch excuse for a 
m an’s spelling m uch "m u tch .” or w riting 
“i” for I. as for eating with his knife or 
sitting in his shirt sleeves. The class th a t 
does th e form er alw ays does the latter, 
though the rule does not work both ways. 
There is no) bing th at needs m ore thor­ 
ough cultivating in this country, especially 
in tho country, than good m anners. If m is­ 
sionaries would start instruction in this 
branch they would find plenty to support 
them am ong those who had suffered the 
delights of country boarding. 
No m atter 
how personally agreeable your host and 
hostess m ay he, country ways are not pleas­ 
ant to one new to them . Stay in th e city 
and bring the country to you if you w ant to 
be com fortable.

Training a Canary to Perch 
on His Master’s Nosa 


Why the Thimble Is So Called and 
When It Was Invented. 


Quaint Quibbles--A Ten-Year-Old Teleg­ 


rapher-Little Bob’s Experiment. 


W hen he first cam e into my possession 
Cap was a b it fractious—for a bird. Here, 
then, is the m ethod by which I tam ed him . 
At a dozen intervals in the day I ap­ 
proached the cage slowly, and. placing one 
finger near the wires w here the perch rest­ 
ed, instantly jerked the finger away. This 
action, which may seem rather foolish, I re­ 
peated over and over, hut always in gentle 
fashion, so as not to frighten toe bird, hut 
only to excite his curiosity.

Can 
b?gnn quite soon to act on this idea, and 
w ith lessening caution each few times. Nor 
did I fail to give him opportunities. By slow 
degrees I got cloner to the wires aud in ­ 
truded m y finger at greater length between 
them , w ithdraw ing it directly on the bird’s 
approach, and if ho chanced to overtake 
and peck it I sim ulated m uch m isery, if not 
pain, at the m ishap. 
Well, it got so at lait, sim ply by following 
the above rules, that, w hether Cap was eat­ 
ing or bathing or picking his feathers, he 
left off his task and Hew lo the side of the 
cage the instant my finger appeared, and 
later on. in fact, if I dared come w ithin a 
yard of his territo ry ! His enjoym ent of my 
supposed fear of him was merged at last iu 
genuine tem per, and lie would evince it by 
outstretched wings, sharp squaks, and eyes 
w hich had as m uch of the devil iu them as 
they could hold. At such unm annerly tim es 
he stood on one leg, grasped tho wires w ith 
tile other claws and bade me particular de­ 
fiance. 
Cap was now ta m e d ; so the aggravating 
m easures employed in bringing about this 
condition were gradually dropped, and a 
coaxing system, w hich varies, of course, 
w ith bird lovers, was adopted to win confi­ 
dence where I had effectually displaced 
lear. Once you tam e a bird, it is advan­ 
tageous to give him th e liberty of the room 
for a couple of hours every day.

But tam e him first 
in the cag e; this is my experience. 
And now let mo recount some of Cap’s 
cute accom plishm ents. 
I have tim e and

the top cf my head w hile I was w riting, 
ami he had a trick of fluttering around or 
below from these points and posing with 
perfect sang Boid on th e bridge of my nose. 
This, indeed, was his favorite coign, albeit a 
trifle aw kw ard for me. 
Som etim es I placed his bathing dish on 
th e palm of my hand, which I held out in­ 
vitingly. and Can m ade not a particle of 
bones a1 out alighting on the dish rim and 
after a few preparations dousing down in 
the w ater and m aking it tiv while he per­ 
form ed his ablutions. H aving finished, he 
would seek the top of my head, shake him ­ 
self thoroughly, and then m ake the circuit 
of the room w arbling at the top of his voice. 
My door often stood open w hile Cap was out 
of his cage, aud if I left the room Ids invari­ 
able practice was to fly after me aud have 
a “lift” down stairs on m y head aud shoul­ 
der: w hile often, when ho heard m y steo 
coming up and I had previously crept out 
w ithout ids seeing me. he would fiy down 
to m eet me.

W h y I t la No C a lle d a n d W h e n It 
W a s I n v e n te d . 
[.New York World.) 
Betty, did you ever undertake to sew 
w ithout a thim ble? lf so. you know how 
hard it is to push the needle through the 
cloth, and how the finger pricks aud aches 
from the stabs of the sharp steel. 
The thim ble is a very sm all piece of work­ 
m anship. but it is very im portant and use­ 
ful one. and grandm a is thankful to the 
good old D utchm an who was so clever as to 
invent it, although he is dead and gone 
centuries ago. I th in k you will like to hear 
w hat I have learned about this little in stru ­ 
m ent. It was brought to England as far 
back as 1006 by John Lofting, a D utchm an, 
and was first called a thum b bell, because 
it was worn on the thum b and was shaped 
like a bell, and afterw ards it was called 
thum hle, and later thim ble, as we now 
call it. 
Thim bles were first m ade of iron and 
brass. Those m ade of iron m ust have been 
clum sy and heavy, and the brass discolored 
the finger; but soon these disadvantages 
were seen. and steel, silver anu gold took 
their places. 
la the ordinary m anufacture of thim bles 
thin plates of m etal are placed in a die and 
punched into shape, but in Baris this in­ 
dustry is carried on to a great extent, and 
gold is the m etal m ost used. 
Thin sheets of sneet-iron are cut into dies 
about tw o inches in diam eter. These are 
heated red-hot and struck with a punch into 
a. num ber of holes, gradually increasing 
in 
depth 
to 
givo 
them 
proper 
shape. 
T he thim ble is then 
polished, 
trim m ed and indented around its outer 
surface, w ith a num ber of little holes by 
m eans of a sm all wheel. It is then changed 
into steel by tho cem entation (look th a t up 
iu the dictionary, dears) process, scoured, 
tem pered and brought to a blue color. A 
thin sheet of gold is then introduced and 
attached to the steel by a polished steel 
m andrel. Gold leaf is then applied aud fas­ 
tened by pressure. The thim ble is then 
complete. 
Be you see, mv dears, that, although very 
sm all, the thim ble— or "finger-cao.” as the 
G erm ans call it—goes through m any differ­ 
ent processes before it is made ready for 
th e work ing-box.

T he instant it is officially announced th at 
a United States man-of-war is ordered into 
commission a pennant is run up to the mast- 
fieai. and this bit of bunting never comes 
down until the vessel is tem porarily or per­ 
m anently retired from actlxe service. So 
long as the pennant flies the quarterdeck 
m ust be patrolled by an officer in uniform. 
This vigilance is never relaxed night or day. 
w hether tho ship is sailing hostile w aters in 
w ar lim o or tied to a navy yard w harf in a 
period of absolute peace. 
For 24 t ears the 
U nited States have been a t peace w ith them ­ 
selves and all the world, yet in all th at tune 
there has not been an instant, night or day. 
when the officer of the deck has not kept 
w itch on every shin in commission. Disci­ 
pline. order, precedence, cb animes* are tho 
gospel of the United S tab s mon-of-war. 
Here lies a ship in commission, moored at 
a navy yard w harf. Step on board ami see 
how all is done. An orderly halts you, 
learns vour business and perm its you to pass 
the gangplank. It is n o'clock in tho m orn­ 
ing. The fires in the cook’s gulley have 
been lighted s'oee 2.30.and it is nearly four 
hours since the drum and Af** sounded tne 
reveille that brought all hands ou deck. At 
this sound tho seam en awake, dress, lashup 
their ham m ocks aud m ake ready for bread 
aud coff ee. 
Then, after a short season of sm oking, tho 
m en “turn to” and wash down the decks. 
All is done at the boatsw ain's whistle. Two 
hundred stout seam en with hose and w hat 
not can m ake a ship's deck very clean, 
but, for a tim e, extrem ely uncom forta­ 
ble. 
W hile this operation goes on tho 
im perturbable officer of the deck, in rubber 
boots, or. shocking to say, som etim es in 
hare feet. keeps un his ceaseless tram p. 
At 7.30 the squogees, long-handed boards 
w ith rubber strips on the lower edge, 
are applied to the decks and the w ater dis­ 
appears. 
At 8 o’clock tho seam en have 
their breakfast of oatm eal, sausage and 
coffee, or perhaps of hominy, canned m eat 
and chocolate. Jack is very well led, and 
the witticism th a t "one m an's canned m eat 
is another m an's poison,” inspired by the 
horrors 
of 
tho 
British 
com m issariat 
iii the Crimea, has not 
been 
applied 
to 
the 
food 
of 
tile 
United 
States 
m an-of-w ars 
m an. 
At 
this 
hour 
the colors are hoisted: th at is, if it be a 
week day the U nited States flag is sent up 
to the gaff , or if it lie Sunday or a holiday 
tho I mon Jack is displays I at tile how. At 
8.30 the m en have finished breakfast, and 
a t 0.15 they are ready for work. At this 
hour the “sick call” sounds and those who 
are unwell visit the surgeon rn the "sick 
bay” or ship’s hospital, a tiny space well up 
in tile eye of the ship 
by this tim e the “uniform of the day” 
lias been announced lo the officers. It may 
be any one of half a dozen outfits, and there 
is a disposition to accuse the powers th ai be 
of ordoriug whit6 duck on cold days in the 
north and blue cloth in tho tropics. The 
captain decides upon the uniform of the 
day unless his ship fie in the presence of an 
adm iral, in which case the uniform is sig­ 
nalled from the flagship to all the other 
vessels Jyinjf iii th e sam e port. 
Odd stones are told to illustrate 
tho 
rigidity of discipline in the m utt r ol dress. 
Should an officer present him self alleve tho 
gangplank clad wiih the slightest deviation 
from tm uniform of the da. im would I e 
instantly ordered below by the officer of 
the deck. The w rong hat. the wrong tie or 
a single button o u lo l place would procure 
this reprim and. 
At 9.15 th e decks aro cleared for "quar­ 
ters.” and ac 9.30 the call is sounded for 
th a t interesting perform ance. "Q uarters” 
is sim ply the assem bling of all on board at 
their proper posts. 
W hen the sound to 
quarters is heard there is a scurrying into 
uniform s ana a buckling on of swords in 
the w ard room. Tile line officers rush on 
deck, the paym aster stands by his sate and 
the surgeon looks to his knives. In five 
m inutes Hie line officers return to the 
ward room with the announcem ent th at the 
country is saved once more. 
Drill follows 
quai tors, It may be with sm all arm s, with 
m uskets or w hat not. Gnu thing is assured, 
and th a t is that no seam an shall long re­ 
m ain in the possession of leisure, lf nothing 
needs to be done, em ploym ent is invented. 
T here is painting m ending.w ashing.splicing 
and a dozen other more or less useful things 
of which a landsm an would not dream . 
At 11.30 the officers, who have had coffee 
and eggs some hours before, are served 
w ith a regular breakfast. As it is paid for 
by them selves it may be as good or bad as 
they choose. At the same hour tho shin s 
cook solemnly approaches the officer of trio 
deck, and presents for his exam ination sam ­ 
ples of tim seam en’s dinner. The officer 
witli equal solem nity tastes each dish, and 
m ayhap m akes a hearty meal. The dinner 
consists ct excellent soup. some sort of fresh 
or salt meat, two or three vegetables, per 
bans coffee and bread, 
Tile meal is served 
at noon and 
followed 
by 
pipes and 
tobacco. A t i p . rn. the seamen are again 
ready lur work. Moro drill follows, and the 
afternoon is filled up with w hatever needs 
to be done or can be invented. At 4 o’clock 
tho men take a light supper, and from /»to 
(J they "standby 
to do w hatever work is 
provided. At ti the boatswain pities down 
ham m ocks, and the m en take the ham ­ 
mocks from the Ida e on deck where they 
have been airing all day long. Pipes, music 
and yarn spinning follow until y o’clock, 
when all lights in the forecastle are extin­ 
guished and Hie mon are supp sod to have 
turned in. After th a t all m ust be quiet. 
At IO o’clock tho ship’s corporal enters 
the wardroom, or officers’ quarters, and, 
turning out the lights, says, "Ten o’clock. 
gentlem en.” 
He then asks each officer 
w hether lie wishes permission to keep a 
light for some tim e longer in his room. An 
extension of two hours may be granted. 
The corporal reports the wishes of the offi­ 
cers 
to 
the 
officer of 
the deck, the 
officer 
of 
tho 
deck 
reports them to 
the orderly, the orderly reports them to the 
captain, and the captain, if he approve. 
says. “ Very goon.” 
The orderly says to tho 
officer of tho deck. “ \e ry good, sir;” the 
officer of tho deck says to the corporal, 
"Very good ” and the corporal says to each 
officer who has asked for an extension.

Trades Unions Oppose the Introduction

Oakton, China. January. 1889.—I have 
com e to Canton to see how our C hinam en 
live and work at home. I no longer won­ 
der at Chinese im m igration to America, for 
I have had a taste of Chinese cheap labor 
in China. It is from this district th a t the 
bulk of our im m igration com es and there 
are coolies here and to spare. This prov­ 
ince is one of the most thickly settled of 
the provinces of the Chinese em pire. It it 
no t quite as hic as Kansas, b u t it contains 
one-third as m any people as the whole 
Ignited States. Canton itself is bigger than 
New York city, and a l a m ile 
radius 
from lls center embraces. I am told, a 
population of 3,000,000. T here are villages 
outside a* big as W ashington or C I c e ­ 
land, and m any of the sm all towns of the 
Province nave been living for years upon 
contributions from Am erican Chinese laun­ 
dries. How the people swarm. Almond-eyed, 
yellow-faced, men, women and children 
tram p upon one another’s heels and tho 
thousand streets of this city are m ore crowd­ 
ed than Brcadway in fro nto t T rinity Church 
at the busiest hour of tho day. Every one 
is working, from the halt' naked, bare-leg- 
gcd man who. w ith a hat as big as a parasol, 
carries great loads upon his shoulders, to 
th e woman in pantaloons and short skirt, 
who sculls the boat on the river, and to tho 
keen-eyed m erchant who. in round, black 
cap an i gorgeous silks, stands surrounded 
by hisshoTvos of lino goods. Every branch of 
business goes on and Canton is one of the 
great m anufacturing cities of tho world. 
W ith the rudest of tools those long-fingered 
celestials turn out the finest of carving in 
wood and ivory, and w ith the weaving m a­ 
chines of a thousand years ago they m ake 
dresses for modern Europe. I saw a Canton 
lum ber m ill this afternoon. 
tw o men 
sawed logs into boards with cross-cut saws. 
"J hey were naked navo a breech clout aud 
they moved up and down all day for IO 
cents apiece. 
Wages here and all over 
China are at th e lowest ebb. and this great 
hum an bee hive containing from one-fourth 
to one-third of alt the people in the world 
goes on w i’li its labor as quietly as though 
.amt rica did not exist. 
W hat wonderful workers they are and 
how they tug and pull m d boil their keen 
bra ns lrom m orning until night all over 
the empire. From I eking to Canton I have 
found the streets oi every eitv and village 
filled w ith a pushing, hurrying throng. I 
have seen half-naked men sw oatm z in car­ 
rying loads th at would be heavy for a cart­ 
horse, and delicate Wi men doing the work 
of drays. H um an m usrle does even more 
work in China than in Japan, ami the 
H o n k ey a u d th e M ule A re R e p la c e d 
b y M a n . 
Bong Kong is located at the base of a m oun­ 
tain. away up the sides of which the 
wealthier residents have sum m er homes. 
The angle of the incline is one of nearly 46 
degrees and all th e building m aterials for 
these houses aro carried m iles up by coolies. 
Women in Hong Kong carry two great 
baskets oi stone fastened to poles which 
they swing over their shoulders, and of the 
so.OOO people who m ake up the boat popu­ 
lation of the Hong Kong bay, the chief 
workers are women. They row boats w ith 
bardes on their backs and I see them stand­ 
ing and sculling w ith their little ones tied 
to their shoulders. 
The cities are beehives of work. The 
streets are m ade up of cells open at the 
front and lull of m anufacturers and traders. 
E verything is done by hand, aud the work­ 
ing hours are from daylight until dark. I 
Lave m ade inquiries iuto wages and I find 
them so low th at they would hardly pay for 
th e tobacco and coffee of our American 
laborers. 
Coolies employed 
in 
foreign 
fam ilies get as low as Sn.Ro a m onth 
and 
board 
them selves. 
Skilled 
cooks 
receive 
$4 
a 
m onth, 
and 
at 
Foo 
Chow, one of the w ealthiest Chinam en 
ol the city told me th at the wages of masons 
w ere 18 cents a day. and the best carpenters 
received but 20 cents. Women engaged in 
m aking grass cloth, a sort of linen, are paid 
from 2 to 3 cents a day. and an old mission­ 
ary tells me lie eau pet IO m en to work a 
whole day for a dollar, and leave IO per 
c e n t t i the m an who hires them for him. 
H ere in Canion the chief m eans of con­ 
veyance is by 
chair. 
The chairs are 
m ade 
of 
w icker 
and 
covered 
w ith 
cloth, so 
th at 
they look like a box. 
This box is swuup In the centre between 
tw o long poles, and one m an walks in front 
w ith the two pule# resting on Jus shoulders 
and another w alks behind holding up the 
chair in the sam e way. The regular native 
wages for such m en is $4 a m onth and less, 
and in the interior the prices are still lower. 
O rdinary field hands get from three to four 
cents a aav w ith food. and skilled workm en 
receive from five to six cents. Doctors who 
get as high as 20 cents a visit in the cities 
come down to I o cents iii tim country, and 
engravers and painters receive from to to 12 
cents a day. T heatre actors aro paid pro­ 
portionate low rates, and there are no $5000 
a night i ’attis aud Henry Irvings in China. 
The theatres, you know, last all day and 
half the night and a troupe of 
0 players 
will play for 4b hours for $:.(). Silk weavers 
and silk reelers are among the highest paid 
men. aud their work can only be done w hen 
the cocoons are ready for reeling. D uring 
this tim e the men work fur weeks day and 
night, ana they receive from «1 to $ .* a day. 
The grand average of skilled labor runs. 
however, about as follows: M aster w ork­ 
m en receive $'t a week, or $150 a year, and 
Workmen under these 31.50 a week, or $78 
a year. Youngsters and 
Fem ales G et SO Cents a W relt, 
and tlieseare considered good living wages. 
For them the laborer does not growl as to 
the hours of work, aud th e labor unions of 
Clim a regulate the hours only in the case 
of men working by the piece abd not by the 
day. 
There is no country in the world w here 
labor is soorgani. ed us in China, and every 
branch of em ploym ent has ite trade organ­ 
ization or guild. Tliore are 1700 men who 
run passenger wheelbarrows in Shanghai 
and the guild th at these belong to regulates 
the rate of fare and th- hours of work. 
W eavers 
have

by a president, 
who assigns to each his beat and who can 
punish with his bamboo such as refuse to 
obey bim. Those guilds are very strong 
and their dem ands are respected by the 
governm ent The barbers were for a long 
tim e prohibited from the literary exam ina­ 
tions, which are the only passports tooifiee, 
on the ground of their tieing engaged in a 
m enial occupation. They combined together 
in different parts of the em piie and the 
governm ent had to come to term s. One of 
the great luxuries in which tho Chinam an 
delights is th e haying the back of his 
shoulders apd neck kneaded after his head 
is shaved. The barbers concluded th at this 
was below th eir dignity, and their union 
forbade it. They also prohibited barbers 
from ear-cleaning during th e last six days 
of the year, as at this tim e there is so much 
head sbavinr to do in preparation for the 
New Year th at there is no tim e for dirty 
ears. 
China has, perhaps, more barbers than any 
other country in the world, and theC hinese 
h e JA needs more attention than any other 
head on the globe. Tho Chinese dude has 
his head shaved daily, and the m an is very 
poor who cannot afford lbs weekly shave. 
A place is left at the crown about as big 
around as a tin cud and th e hair which 
grows on this form s the cue. The Chinam an 
has his face shaved even to the forehead 
aud about the eye.!, and you find the barbers 
on the streets, in sh op s, in th e country 
and 
in 
fact 
everyw here. 
itinerant 
barbera 
carry 
two 
sm all 
red 
stools ; 
m ade of boxes in the shape of a pyram id in ! 
w hich they have draw ers containing their 
razors ana basins. 
They shave w ithout 
soap and they use a two-pronged piece of 
iron with which they m ake a noise like 
th a t of a m am m oth tuning fork as the sign 
of their trade 
Ii ou te ar this noise every­ 
w here throughout China, and one of the 
com m oned sights of the streets and country 
roads is one of the-e barbers at work upon a 
patient. The Chinese razor is in the shape 
of an isosceles triangle. It is m ade cf rude 
steel and m auy of them are 
Jffouuded 
lip from W orn O u t Horse 
S h e e n . 
w hich are im ported 
from Europe by the 
thousands of barrels, and which are used in 
m aking all kinds of Chinese im plem ents. 
The rates of shaving are very low. ranging 
from a few ten th s of a cent to IO cents aud 
alure, according to th e class to which the 
Parlier belongs and to th e standing of the 
custom er. The barbers’ unions fix the rate 
of shaving for t h e i r m em bers, and they have 
fines aud penalties. 
These labor unions regulate the laws as 
lo apprenticeship. T hey fix th e num ber of

pprentice* th a t one m aster m ay have. and 
lie Milk W eavers’ U nion forbids the teach- 
»g or em ploym ent of women. Apprentice# 
deceive no wages 
They work from th ree 
lo five year- aud get only food and lodging. 
Ko m an can em ploy an apprentice w ho has 
sot served out his full tim e. and som e 
u n *Aas pro Yid# th at only th e dons aud rela­ 


tives of tho w orkm en m ay ho taught them . 
T he usual penalty for acting contrary to 
tile rules of Hie guild is for the guilty m em ­ 
ber to pay a fine to tho guild, or to furnish 
a supper or a theatrical perform ance. These 
are. however, for m inor faults only. 
In serious cases there is no punishm ent 
too severe, and an em ployer who violated 
one of th e rules in regard to apprentiee- 
shlns was not long ago bitten to death in 
Son Ciiow, a city not far from Shanghai. 
This em ployer was a goldbeater, and there 
was a great dem and for gold leaf for the 
em peror. This m an took m ore apprentices 
th an the rub s of tho union presortl-ed. and 
in seeking a punishm ent for him the w ork­ 
m en couciudcu th at death was a necessity, 
i hey thought th at if a num ber of them en­ 
gaged in the killing it would not ne possi­ 
ble to punish thorn all. and biting in China 
is not a capita! offence. There were 123 
m en in this guild, and these rushed at th o 
employer, each taking a bite. One m an. 
the leader of the affair, stood over the rest, 
and in order th a t all m ight lie im plicated 
no one was allowed to quit the place w ith­ 
out his gum s and lips were bloody. 'Hie 
i m urderer w ho took the first bite was dis- 
I covered anil beheaded, but the others w ent !

The organizations of both em ployers and 
laborers are such th a t it pays to settle m at­ 
ters by arbitration. The officials of the cit­ 
ies are. as a rule, on th# side of the w ork­ 
men in cases of trouble, as th e em ployers 
are th e capitalists, and by having a cause 
against them they are able to 
squeeze 
money out of them for the settlem ent. For 
this reason th e em ployers wish to have as 
few labor troubles as possible. 
Speaking of em ployer’s unions, all classes 
of Chinese businessm en have th eir guilds 
and these are alm ost as old as the country. 
One of th e finest club houses of C hina is 
th a t of th e Canton m erchants of Foo Chow. 
It is m ade up of a great num ber of finely 
finished 
rooms 
elegantly 
furnished in 
Chinese fashion and located In the best part 
of the city. Here th e m erchants com e to 
drink tea and to chat. They have a tem ple 
and a theatre connected w ith it aud the 
club c< nsists of 500 members. 
I v’ewed at 
Kb augh ai some of the finest specim ens of 
Chinese architecture I have seen. They 
were guild halls belonging to tea and rice 
m erchants, and they had w onderful gardens 
of cave- and rocks built u p in the busiest 
part of the city. 
These guilds regulate the 
commerce of China. They fix th e rate of 
interest, the tim e on which goods m av be 
sold, the 
weight* 
and 
the 
standards 
of goods. A m em ber using different scales 
from the one prescribed is tined, and a m an 
acting contrary to the guild can, in m any 
instances, not go on w ith his business 
One 
of the druggists’ guilds has just adopted 
some new rules, which lie before me. These 
prescribe th at accounts shall be settled three 
tim es every year, and th a t a discount of 5 
per cent, m ay be allowed on cash transac­ 
tions. No m em ber in the guild shall be per­ 
m itted to trade w ith tile others w hile he is 
in debt to a m em ber of toe guild, and any 
m em ber who violates these laws shall pay 
tor two th eatre plays for the guild and for 
the drinks and a feast for 20 members. 
Some of these guild* prescribe th at prom i­ 
sor? notes shall be dated on the day of sale 
and all of them fix the ruler for giving 
credit. The bankers guild fix all m atters 
relating to interest, aud these different 
organizations m ake the dealings of foreign­ 
ers w ith the Chinese m ore safe than such 
dealings would be in other countries. The 
Chinam an respects his contract, and if he 
does not his guild m akes him . 
I have pursued nay, studies of labor in 
Canton largely in com pany with Consul 
Seymour, arid I w ent yesterday to see the 
flouring m ills which here com pete w ith our 
Minneapolis m illers. They consisted of a 
series of m ill stones, ono lying above 
another and two constituting a m ill; tho 
m otive pow er was a w ater buffalo, the 
ugliest species of cow th a t Cod ever m ade, 
aud the driver was a half-naked coolie. A 
dozen of these buffalos and coolies and two 
dozen stones m ade up the bigestablishm ent 
we visited, aud it is in this way th a t a 
greater part of Canton’s flour is ground. 
The rudest m achinery onlv is perm itted 
in China. 
Tile people will not abow 
steam boats to go on the rivers in the inter­ 
ior. except iii those places laid down in Hie 
treaties, and tile sm all cargo boats which do 
the trade of the canals, have paddle wheels, 
which are turned by gangs of men, and the 
other boats are moved by oars and sails. 
Any one travelling through China can 
f 


-crocive the ignorance of th e people as to 
abor-saving appliances, and the learned 
Dr. Magowan, who has lived in China for 
nearly half a century and to whom I am 
indebted for m any of the figures and facts 
of this letter, tells me th a t a free press 
w ruld do m ore than anything else to bring 
the country to an acceptance of the best 
things in our W estern civilization.

WAR IN HAYTI. 


B o m b a r d m e n t o f C o n n iv e s 
a n d I t .

N ew Yo r k. March 13.—Advices by the 
steam er W illiam Coulm an, from Gonaives, 
March 2, which arrived here today, state 
th at th e Coulm an arrived at Gonaives from 
Vera Cruz on Fob. 24, aud saw no warships. 
It was learned, however, th a t <n the day 
previous th e D essalinesarrived off Gonaives 
arid was fired upon from two forts. The 
Dessalines replied, but lier fire did no 
particular dam age. One of her shots struck 
aud w ent through a sm all house, about 200 
yards from the Germ an consulate. These 
war shins fire upon the tow ns w ithout giv­ 
ing any w arning to the foreign residents. 
On Feb. 2ts a report was current th a t the 
Dessalines had been struck by three shots 
during S aturday’s engagem ent, and that 
she bad foundered off St. Marc. ’The forts 
at Gonaives ave situated on each side of the 
town, and tis© gunner iii the charge of tho 
batteries is an able artillerist. 
On Feb. 2-> orders were received from the 
m inister of war to despatch 3 0 0 m en to join 
300 more from St. Marc, for tile purpose of 
attackiug th e Southern forces who wore a t­ 
tem pting to cut off com m unication be­ 
tween St. Marc and Grand Saline. 
The 
N orthern arm y drove them back to Grand 
Saline, taking a few prisoners and arm s, 
On W ednesday night a great file was seen 
to the south. It was soon learned th at 
Grand Saline had 
been 
deserted, and 
th at 
the 
town 
was 
in 
names. 
On 
Thursday. Feb. 
23. 
General 
.lean Ise- 
mettn. who had been imprisoned at Cape 
H aitian , arrived at (Iona res and was ac­ 
corded an enthusiastic reception. General 
Isem eau ut one tim e served under G eneral 
Legitim e, but has now severed all connec­ 
tion witli him . 
On M arch 2 a steam er, which proved to 
be cue of L egitim e’s vessels from Port an 
Prince, cam e as close to tho forts as was 
deem ed safe, and seeing the Coulman lying 
iii tho harbor, evidently m istook her for one 
of tho w ar vessels w hich are hourly ex­ 
pected to arrive a t Gonaives. Preparations 
had been m ade al the loris to fire upon the 
steam er, but sh»Fput a lo u t and steam ed 
away in the direction of Port an Prince 
The com m ander of the Belize district died 
about a fortnight ago of heart disease.

[Outing for March.] 
T he following day opened windless and 
foggy. In the m iddle of the forenoon the 
fog lifted and showed a sullen, ominous 
offing. By noon a breeze set in from the 
n o rth east 
"L et’s got up the m ainsail,” said Benton. 
“ You ain’t agoin’ to sea today, be you?” 
asked Brown. 
"W hy not?” 
"D on’t you see the w ind’s dead ahead? 
W e’ll have a dead beat of it down to Mar­ 
blehead. aud if it comes on to blow I 
guess w e’ll get caught out aud have to run 
for a lee, aud the fog on the coast ju st as 
thick as m ud.” 
"Oh, I guess not, A t any rate, th ere’s a 
breeze, and we’ll try it. W e’ve got a chart 
and compass, and if it don’t blow harder 
th an this w e’re rare to fetch up inside of 
M arblehead light before d ark .” 
Reaching down to Apple Island, through 
the m ain channel, the Frolic fetched a tack 
un to Shirley Gut. a tortuous channel be­ 
tw een Deer Island and Point Shirley, which 
Is im passable except for sm all vessels. The 
tide was running out, while the long swell 
was polling in. The two m eeting on th e bar 
m ade a mass of boiling foam th a t looked a 
great deal more savage than it was in re­ 
ality. ii m et w ith a steady eye and a firm 
hand at the helm . The tacks here woro 
short, and tho 
Frolic, carrying a stiff 
w eather helm 
end buoyant as a duck, 
rapidly and gracefully shivered her sails 
and tell off on the other tack everv tim e, 
Hinging the spray aft in sheets. 
But we 
were soon clear of this and riding on a green 
swell envoloned by a m izzling fog. 
Now 
and again a coaster suddenly loomed out of 
the m ist aud hailed the yacht to loam the 
hearings of the land. 
The bold, red cliffs 
of 
N ahant 
and 
Egg 
Rock 
were 
successively 
passed. 
Ram Island, 
off 
Swam pscott and 
Roaring Bull, off M ar­ 
blehead 
Neck, 
were 
gradually 
seen, 
or rath er the cold, w hite foam th a t beat 
against their faint coast line; then the cruel 
ledge called Tom Moore’s Reef, which tho 
sloop passed w ith a rush, glad to be clear of 
such a dread foe uuder the lee beam . 
Moon 
aller M arblehead lighthouse was hailed 
with satisfaction, for tho rising sea and 
strong gusts, com ing 
w ith grow ing fre­ 
quency, m ade it desirable to roach a safe 
anchorage before nightfall, now rapidly ap­ 
proaching w ith thesottled foreboding gloom 
of a gathering storm . Moll Bito ti et’, the pre­ 
siding w itch of those shores, w as evidently 
brew ing foul weather. 
Rounding tho light aud easing off tho 
m ainsheet. th e Frolic flew down tho little 
port aud took a snug berth near the quar­ 
ters of the E astern Y acht Club. _ T hat 
night it blow great guns and rained in tor­ 
ren ts; but w ith both anchors down and 
plenty of scope in one of the snuggest 
harbors iu the world, we realized that, there 
is nothing more cosy under such circum ­ 
stances than the cuddy of a trim yacht, w ith 
a w arm supper and a jolly gam e of w h ist

An Ounce of Lead Grants Mrs. McKeown’s 
Petition for M arital Independence— 
A Holyoke Suicide. 


H o l y o k e . M arch 16.—As the bells of tho 
city where ho had lived nearly a quarter of 
a century were chiming: tho hour of 6 this 
evening:, George VV.

letter, addressed—

“My nam e is G eorse W. McKeown.

have lived iii Holyoke nearly 23 or 24 years. 
My wife and daughter are there now. My 
life is one of sorrow and despair. 
I am 
som ew hat to blam e th a t my fam ily have 
treated m e in such a m anner th a t they 
drove me to this act. I freely forgive them 
for w hat they have done and hope they m ay 
live long and honorable lives. 
I have a lot 
in the cem etery a t H olyoke; bury mo there. 
Goodby to all. Goodby. 
(Signed) 
G e o r g e W. M c K e o w n . 
McKeown, who was a wire draw er by trade, 
has been w orking for the Bal m er wire 
works of Palm er, and left th at place for 
Holyoke today. H e leaves a wife and a 
daughter, a teacher iii the public schools. 
His m arried life has been m ost unhappy, 
and he has treated his fam ily th e past /ow 
years w ith great cruelty. About a year ago 
he created a sensation by driving his wife 
and daughter from the house at tho point 
of a pistol. He Avas com m itted to the in­ 
sane asylum a t th a t tim e, hu t was dis­ 
charged as cured in tw o m onths. 
Last July he assaulted his daughter w ith 
a knife, bu t she escaped. For this he was 
sentenced to a term in jail. Mrs. McKeown 
refused to live w ith him any longer, and on 
his release McKeown left the city, 
In the 
m eantim e she had petitioned for an a) so­ 
lute divorce, and th e libel was to have been 
heard at the session of the .Superior Court 
now being held at Springfield.

It is resolved also th a t the sea 
coast should be strengthened and m ulti­ 
p lied : th a t the treaty rights of the I luted 
States should be preserved, and th a t there is 
cause for deeo solicitude w ith regard to the 
acts of th e Germ an em pire in the m atter of 
the late Sam oan affairs, inasm uch as the 
blow of th e G erm aus seems to be aim ed at 
the com m erce of the I luted States, and not 
at tlie savages of the Sam oan islands.
